ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council: 

Again, and so soon, the appointed time for our twenty-sixth Annual Assembly 
is fast approaching. It is with feelings of regret I am compelled to announce 
my inability to meet with you on that occasion. As you will be fully informed of 
the reasons why I am not present in person, it is unnecessary for me to go into de- 
tails in this report. Suffice it to say, that the business relations between the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge and myself makes it absolutely im- 
perative for one of us to be absent ; and in justice to the various Grand Bodies 
which meet at this time, in two of which Companion Gee is an honored officer, 
that one should be me. 

How swiftly time passes. Another twelve months, with ever-accelerated 
speed, has been garnered into the treasure house of the past. Each year, as we 
grow older and older, seems to come and go with greater rapidity than any of its 
predecessors, and will continue to do so until the Supreme Grand Master^s gavel 
shall summon us to that ** undiscovered country from whose bourne no traveler re- 
turns.*' Let us, then, reverently resolve that we will endeavor more faithfully to 
discharge our duty to God, our neighbors and ourselves. 

OBITUARY. 

On the 27th day of December, 1887, the grim messenger. Death, knocked at the 
door of our secret vault, and suddenly, unexpectedly, without suffering, the spirit 
of our venerable Companion, Raphael M. Johnson, returned to God who gave it. 
Companion Johnson was Past Deputy Grand Master of this Grand Council, and at 
the time of his death. Representative of the Grand Council of Kansas, near this 
Grand Jurisdiction. For many years he had been a regular attendant upon all 
the Grand Bodies of the fraternity. Quiet and retiring in his manners and habits, 
his peaceful life won for him the respect of all. Ever ready and willing to per- 
form any work assigned him, and thoroughly conscientious in the discharge of his 
official duties. With him, friendship was no unmeaning word, but as weighty as 
the gold of a prince's ransom — true, steadfast and faithful to the end. 

Also, at his hearth-stone, in the city of Marianna, on the 28th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1888, the low-twelve-bell summoned our friend and Companion, John M. 
Hewett, to that better and happier home, ** where the wicked cease from troubling 
and the weary are at rest in that house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens." Companion Hewitt was a member of Marianna Council, No. 25, and 
though not a member of this Grand Council, was so prominently identified with 
other Masonic Grand Bodies that I cannot forbear mention of his death in this 
connection. Without ostentation, he was the true exemplar of an honest repre- 
sentative, and a well-informed and earnest man. His faithful services in posi- 
tions of public trusts, and his conscientious discharge of public duties, bespeak 
his praise as an honored, upright and patriotic representative and citizen of the 
State. 
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It will also not be inappropriate at this time to call to mind the death of that 
great Masonic explorer, Companion Robert Morris, who died at his home in La 
Grange, Kentucky, on the 31st of July last, at the age of three score years and 
ten. On the 17th of December, 1884, before a brilliant assemblage of prominent 
Masons, he was crowned Poet Laureate of Masonry, an honor worthily bestowed. 
He was the founder of the beautiful order of the Eastern Star, and, probably, in 
the whole realm of Masonry no man was more prominently known. 

OFFICIAL. 

My executive duties have not been laborious. The year past has beep one of 
undisturbed peace and quietness in this Grand Jurisdiction ; nothing having been 
brought to my attention which would indicate aught else than a happy fraternal 
feeling among the individual Companions. 

PISPENSATIONS. 

December 9, 1887, I granted a dispensation to D. B. Warren, E. L. Jacobs, 
T. B. Sparks and seven other Companions, to organize a Council of Royal and 
Select Masters, at Harrisburg, Poinsett County, to be known as Harrisburg 
Council. 

January 5, 1888, a dispensation was granted Occidental Council No. i, to 
elect officers at their Stated Assembly in January. 

March 7, 1888, I granted a dispensation to George Thornburgh, F. E. Taylor, 
J. M. Phelps, and eleven other Companions, to organize a Council of Royal and 
Select Masters at Walnut Ridge, Lawrence County, to be known as Walnut 
Ridge Council. 

April 25, 1888, I granted a dispensation to J. H. Kennerly, T. E. Carter, J. 
N. Churchill, and eight other Companions, to organize a Council of Royal and 
Select Masters at Sulphur Rock, Independence County, to be known as Sulphur 
Rock Council.

WELFARE OF THE RITE. 

We have to congratulate ourselves that the Order is doing reasonably well in 
this State. Our growth has not been rapid, but conservatively healthy. As far 
as I have been able to obtain information, some of the subordinate Councils have 
made a very creditable record, especially the new Councils. They have mani- 
fested a degree of fidelity and zeal that I would that all possessed. I trust the 
accessions during the past year are of such a character as to strengthen and en- 
courage the subordinate Councils. It is not to vast numbers we must look for 
strength and continued success, but to the character of the material admitted 
within, or out of which our arches are builded, and to whose keeping the sacred 
mysteries of the secret vault are committed. 4 take it as true that the officers of 
the several Councils have exercised the talents which God has given them, to 
leave the trusts confided to their care in better condition than when they assume^ 
them. May there be none whose hearts accuse them of neglect. I will not at- 
tempt to portray the beauties of the degree of the Cryptic Rite, but must impress 
upon the officers of the subordinate Councils the duties devolving upon them to 
perfect themselves in the ritual, and, in justice to candidates, in never failing to 
give the legend, or history, (which I feel assured is often omitted) pertaining to 
the degrees. 

Bro. Mitchell, in his ** History of Free Masonry," says: '* We assert without 
fear of successful contradiction, that, according to the American system, no man 
can understand or properly appreciate the Master's degree without receiving the 
legend — the history of Masonry — as now given in the Council of Royal and Select 
degrees." He further says that ** Without the legend given in a Council, it is ut- 
terly impossible for the Master, or Royal Arch Mason, to understand and properly 
appreciate the teachings of Free Masonry." 

Grand Master ('. K. Francis, in an address before the Grand Council of 
Pennsylvania, truly said: ** The candidate, when he receives the degree of Mas- 
ter Mason, learns that the *Word' for which he has searched is lost, and he re- 
ceives only a * Substitute.' In the Royal Arch degree the * Word,* long lost, is 
found. In the degrees of Royal and Select Master the explanation is given of 
how the * Word ' was lost, how it was found, the way it was preserved, and its 
meaning. The process by which the restoration of the * Word ' was accomplished 
is known only to those who have received the degrees of Royal and Select Master." 

The plan in vogue in this Grand Council in receiving petitions, electing can- 
didates, and conferring degrees, has been the occasion of considerable comment 
in the reports on ** Foreign Correspondence" of our sister Grand Councils. In 
some jurisdictions it is not the law, and outside of our own I do not suppose the 
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practice prevails. Companion Osgoodby, the able Chairman of the Committee 
on Correspondence, of New York, in his renew of Arkansas, says : '* It is one of 
those matters which are not governed by any universal law. Each jurisdiction 
must regulate these matters of the minutia of their work in their own way. It is 
only when the underlying principles of the entire Masonic Institution are called 
into question that the universal law applies. We can see where the practice of 
our Arkansas Companions may work out good to them as well as to others in the 
same situation." The '* situation " is what is the matter. With me the practice 
has always been a questionable proceeding under Masonic law generally; but 
when we consider that this is a country — as from Council to Council — of "mag- 
nificent distances,'' and not the best of roads to travel over, we are excusable in 
taking the benefit of reasonable doubts — if doubts there be. I must admit that 
the election and conferring the degrees upon four Companions one year ago did 
** work much good " to us, and was the direct result of the organization of two 
new Councils. 

CONCLUSION.>/ ..C^V^' 

And now, Companions, as the ofRcial relation between myself and the present 
officers and members of the Grand Council are about to be severed, receive mv 
hearty acknowledgments for the IPind and courteous attention rendered me by all 
with whom I have chanced to meet. My especial thanks are due the Grand Re- 
jcorder and Grand Lecturer for valuable services performed, and co-operation in 
the discharge of my duties. I forbear to trespass further upon your patience. 
The time approaches for me finally to surrender to you the office with which your 
partiality invested me two years ago. The account of my stewardship is before 
you, and if m your review of it you find omissions of duty — that I have left undone 
things 1 should have done — I do not doubt but you will suffer the frailty of human 
nature to plead in my behalf. 

To-day begins another period in the history of this Grand Council. In a 
short time the good ship will be once more ready to start upon her voyage, 
manned by a new crew, freighted with new hope and new aspirations. It is my 
earnest wish that it shall be a voyage crowned with success.

On motion of Companion Charles N. Rix, it was ordered that 
the proceedings of this Grand Council be printed separately. 

On motion, it was ordered that the following resolution be con- 
tinued in force until the next Annual Assembly : 

Resolved^ That the Most Puissant Grand Master be requested to proceed to 
ascertain which of the Subordinate Councils were existing, and whose Charters 
had not been forfeited and revoked at the time of the last Assembly of this Grand 
Council, and take the necessary steps to reorganize and go to work under their 
Charters. 

Second — That all Royal and Select Masters, made in Councils appended to 
the Chapters of this State, maybe healed in such constitutional modes as the Most 
Puissant Grand Master may direct; and, when so healed, may apply for affiliation 
with such Councils as they may select 

Third — That the Most Puissant Grand Master take the legal steps to cut off 
and revoke the Charters of all Councils that do not reorganize, go to work, and 
comply with the provisions of the Constitution in making returns and paying dues. 

Fourth — That the dues of Councils which are in arrears at the time of the 
adoption of the plan of consolidation, and whose Charters were not forfeited or 
revoked at the time, be remitted, provided they promptly make returns and pay 
dues for the ensuing year. 

The Grand Council then proceeded to the election of Grand 
Officers for the ensuing year.

ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council: 

Almost before we know it another year has speeded away to join its fellows 
in the unmeasured Past. Almost before we know it * 'Autumn into Autumn has 
flashed again'' and we are brought together once more in our Annual reunion. 
To all of us, in greater or less degree, it has been an eventful year. All have, 
although it may have been unconsciously, wrought large parts of that career which 
a Guiding Hand shapes and directs for us, and which are destined to have so 
great an effect upon that Future to which we daily, hourly, move. 

In Cryptic Masonry the year although not one of incessant action, has never- 
theless been one in which events of importance are to be noted. One of these 
consists in the establishment of 

SAM WILLIAMS COUNCIL, U. D. 

On the 2oth of March, 1890, I granted a Dispensation to Companions Fla. 
Wright, B. W. Corn, James F. Clements, Pat H. Wheat, J. M. King, T. M. 
Horsfall, Geo. H. Meade, Charles E. Rosenbaum and Fred J. H. Rickon for the 
establishment of a Council at Lonoke, to be called Sam Williams Council, with 
Companion Pat H. Wheat as Thrice Illustrious Master, Companion James F. 
Clements, as Deputy, and Fla, Wright, as Principal Conductor of Work. 

In April, in company with Companions Sam W. Williams and John Scott, of 
Occidental Council No. i, I visited Lonoke and instituted the Council there, 
conferring the degrees of Royal and Select Masters upon fifteen candidates, and 
healed two who had been made in Councils appendant to Chapters. An election 
for the remaining officers was held by my direction, and the officers so elected 
were duly installed. This new Council starts off with excellent material and good 
officers, and I feel sure will make a worthy record for itself among its sister 
Councils. 

At the conclusion of our labors we were most hospitably entertained by our 
Companions of Lonoke, by a sumptuous feast at the Lonoke Hotel, tendered with 
all the heartiness and hospitality for which our Brethren and Companions of that 
thriving city are so noted. 

Our worthy Companion Dannelly reports to me that white at Magnolia in 
August he found the Companions of Pike Council desirous of having their Council 
re-organized, and accordingly as Grand Lecturer, he took the necessary steps to 
revive the same. Collected and transmitted to the Grand Recorder a year's dues 
and installed their officers August 2d. I took pleasure in heartily approving Com- 
panion Dannelly's action, as it was for the good of the Order in general, and of 
Pike Council in particular. 
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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES APPOINTED. 

I appointed Most Illustrious Companion, George D. McBridc of Gallipolis, 
Ohio, Grand Representative of Arkansas, near the Grand Council of Ohio.

Companion F. V. Whiitlesey, to be Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of New Hampshire. 

Companion Samuel Peete, to be Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of North Carolina. 

Companion J. H. Kennerly, to be Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of Scotland. 

Companion Frederick Kramer, to be Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of Maine, to fill the vacancy created by the death of Companion Geo. H. 
Meade. 

DEATH OF COMP. . GEO. H. MEADE, GRAND TREASURER. 

This sad event occurred in this city on the i8th day of October. Com- 
panion Meade had been our Grand Treasurer since 1877, a period of thirteen 
years, and we greatly miss his presence from amongst us. As it was so near to 
our Annual Session, I did not deem it necessary to appoint any successor in office, 
but to leave that matter until the session of this Grand Council. 

THE RITUAL. 

One of t}ie most important events of the year, has been the promulgation by 
the General Grand Council of the United States, of the Ritual of the work for the 
degrees of Royal and Select Masters, adopted by the General Grand Council at its 
last session, in Atlanta, Georgia, Nov. 20th, 1889, for the government of itself and 
of all its immediate subordinates. I obtained a copy of this work in May from the 
General Grand Master, Most Illustrious George W. Coolcy, and now have it for 
delivery to my successor. This work having therefore received the approval of 
the General Grand Council, it becomes this Grand Council to consider whether it 
will not be desirable for us to adopt the same as the work for Councils in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, for the sake of placing ourselves in harmony with the workings of 
the General Grand Council ; and if the same shall be adopted, to take steps to cause 
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the Ritual to be promulgated to our Subordinate Councils for their guidance in what- 
ever may seem to be the most desirable manner. I earnestly hope and recom- 
mend that such be done. 

CONCLUSIO N. 

Thus, Companions, I render to you an account of my Stewardship. Although 
its incidents may prove to be meagre, I trust they will not be found unimportant 
or ineffectual. I am pleased to recognize that progress has been made ; that 
strength has been acquired, that vigor has been awakened. And I trust and 
believe that in the hands of my successor the Cryptic Order Will go on finding 
new energy and with renewed interest, reaching to and towards its full measure of 
strength. Let us remember all the more acutely, lessons of fidelity and zeal 
which we draw from its teachings, and let our 'progress be ever marked and on- 
ward.

The reading of the record of the last Annual Assembly was dis- 
pensed with, as they had been printed and distributed. 

The Most Illustrious Grand Master, Fay Hempstead, delivered 
the following 

ADDRESS : 

Companions of the Grand Council of Arkansas: 

A twelve month, that has flown swiftly by, brings us together once more in 
our Annual Union. While it seems but an exceeding brief space of time, Autumn, 
returning upon itself, has filled the circle of the year, and we are once more gath- 
ered about the Altar of Cryptic Masonry, to receive its beautiful precepts, and to 
learn anew the lessons taught in its solemn rites. 

The year that has passed has been one of more than usual importance to the 
Craft in this jurisdiction. 

One of the most important incidents has been 

THE PROMULGATION OF THE RIJUAL. 

You will doubtless remember that at the session of the General Grand Council 
of the United States at Atlanta, in November, 1889, a Ritual of the Degrees of 
Royal and Select Master was adopted; and was recommended to the Grand 
Councils of the several States as a means of securing uniformity in the work. 
Our own Grand Council, at its succeeding session, November, 1890, adopted said 
Ritual, and made it the duty o( the Most Illustrious Grand Master to promulgate 
the same in such manner as his wisdom might suggest. (^Page Sit Proceedings i8go.) 

In accordance with this direction, I, having in May, 1890, received from the 
General Grand Master, Most Puissant George W. Cooley, then General Grand 
Master of Royal and Select Masters of the United States, a duly authenticated 
copy of the Ritual so adopted, caused a limited number of copies thereof to be 
printed in cypher and condensation, and held them for sale to Council Masons of 
this Grand Jurisdiction, known or vouched for, under certain restrictions which I 
thought proper to impose. These restrictions were that, before becoming pos- 
sessed of said Ritual, each person was required to sign, in duplicate, an agree- 
ment to keep the same carefully, and, in the event of such person^s death, that 
the same shall be returned by his representatives to the Grand Recorder at Little 
Rock. This agreement was then to be pasted in the front page of the Ritual fur- 
nished, the duplicate being filed away; and the book itself being numbered and 
registered. This, it is hoped, will secure for any of them a prompt return into 
the proper channel, after the lifetime of the possessor. But even if any should 
fall into outside hands, it is believed that none but those acquainted could become 
possessed of its essential parts. 

Under the system above set forth, such number of copies of the work was 
sold as to defray the expense of printing, and to afford a small amount in excess, 
which has been paid to the Grand Treasurer. 
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DISPENSATIONS GRANTED.

SAM WILLIAMS COUNCIL, U. D. 

Sam Williams Council, U. D., at Lonoke, not having had its minutes before 
the last Grand Council for the procuring of a Charter, and the matter having es- 
caped our attention at that session, I granted a Dispensation to said Council to 
continue at work until this Grand Council, and hope at this session to have a full 
report from them. 

PIKE COUNCIL, No. 8. 

On the 8th of July, upon application of the officers of Pike Council, No. 8, en- 
dorsed and recommended by our Right Illustrious Grand Lecturer, Companion 
George A. Dannelly, I granted a Dispensation for the removal of the domicile of 
Pike Council from Magnolia, Columbia county, to Waldo, in the same county, a 
distance of some eight miles, and dii:ected that the same should be noted of record. 

BENTON VILLE COUNCIL, No. 6. 

The information was communicated to me by Companion R. J. Laughlin, 
Thrice Illustrious Master of Bentonville Council, No. 6, that the Charter of that 
Council had been lost or mislaid, and could not be found after most diligent search. 
Neither is there anything in the Grand Recorder's office, or anywhere in our 
printed proceedings to show when, by whom, or to whom said Charter was origi- 
nally granted, from which a duplicate Charter could be issued. All that could be 
found concerning its earlier history, is that, in the ledger, dues are charged for 
1876 and 1887, and there occurs a lapse until 1887, from which period dues are 
regularly charged to date. A portion of this time, to-wit, from 1878 to 1887, is 
covered by the period in which Councils in this jurisdiction were merged into the 
Chapters, in which no dues accrued; and I infer that, after the severance of the 
two in 1887, Bentonville Council did not revive until, say 1887 which accounts 
for the whole period shown on the books. 

It is, of course, necessary that they should have some written authority to ex- 
hibit for their right to hold Council, and there being nothing from which to issue 
a duplicate Charter, I granted them a Dispensation, empowering them to con- 
tinue at work until they could bring the matter before this Grand Council and ask 
of it the issuance of a Charter now, to take the place of their lost one, and made 
up from the best information on the subject as to when, who by, and to whom is- 
sued, that can be obtained. The matter will doubtless be brought before you by 
the representatives of that Council, and in any event, I would recommend that 
such Charter be ordered by this Grand Council to be issued to them. 

NECROLOGICAL. 

ALBERT PIKE. 

In the early part of April, the sad intelligence was received that on the 2nd 
day of that month, in Washington City, our great Masonic Head, Albert Pike, 
was called to his eternal rest. The relation which he bore to Council Masonry in 
Arkansas, made it particularly proper that this Grand Council should take notice 
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of the occurrence, as well as the fact of his prominence as a Mason in general; 
for it was through and by him as Deputy Grand Inspector General of the 33rd de- 
gree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, that a Dispensation was granted 
to Occidental Council, No. i, of Little Rock, which was the introduction of Coun- 
cil Masonry among us. For these reasons I caused a circular to be issued and 
sent to the various Councils of this Grand Jurisdiction, as well as to sister Grand 
Councils throughout the United States, expressive of our sorrow at the sad occur- 
rence, and of the esteem in which we held the distinguished dead. A copy of 
said circular I present herewith, and suggest, that for preservation, it be incorpo- 
rated into our printed minutes of this session at the end of the record of proceedings. 

IRA BERRY. 

On the 14th day of October, I received, through Illustrious Companion Fred- 
erick Kramer, Grand Representative of the Grand Council of Maine, intelligence 
of the death, at Portland, Maine, September 20, 1S91, of Illustrious Companion 
Ira Berry, Grand Recorder of the Grand Council of Maine, and otherwise dis- 
tinguished in Masonic circles, he having attained the advanced age of ninety years. 
I at once communicated to that Grand Council, through their Grand Representa- 
tive, our sympathetic condolence at the decease of this venerable companion, who 
had served his Craft so worthily and well; and I recommend that a memorial page, 
suitably inscribed, be set apart in our printed proceedings, dedicated to him; 
who, from his long series of earthly labors, has been called **up higher.** 

Other than these, my attention has not been called to any connected with 
Council Masonry who have been called away from among us. 

GRAND REPRESENTATIVES APPOINTED. 

On the 8th of January, 1891, I appointed Companion George M. Gross, of 
Chicago, to be our Grand Representative near the Grand Council of Illinois, vice 
Companion Alex. T. Darragh, deceased; and on the 4th of September, 1891, I 
appointed Companion W. W. Garland, of Morrilton, to be the Grand Represen- 
tative of the Grand Council of Ohio, near this Grand Council ; he to be his own 
successor. 

DEGREE OF SUPER-EXCELLENT MASTER. 

I have taken great interest in this degree, which is a new degree in this 
Grand Jurisdiction, and have done considerable work therein during the year. 
Before recounting the occasions, however, it will be proper to give a brief history 
of the status of the degree with us. 

The degree is recognized as an appendant degree by the language of Sec. 11, 
Art. I, of the Constitution of the General Grand Council of the United States, and 
is conferred in the regular course by many Councils, though considered simply as 
an honorary degree by others. {Mackey'^s Encyclopatiia^ "^66 ; History of Free- 
masonry and Concoriiant Orders^ 669.) 

Mackey well defines it to be an enlargement or extension of a part of the 
Royal Arch degree. 

At our session in 1887, Most Illustrious Grand Master George L. Kimball, 
made the following recommendation in his Annual Address : 
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"The appendant degree of Super-Excellent Master being incorporated in the 
Constitution of the General Grand Council, and conferred in many jurisdictions, 
♦ ♦ ♦ * I would recommend that the degree be recognized in this jurisdic- 
tion as one of the Council degrees. However, leavin^y the conferring of the same 
optional with the several Councils." 

In accordance with this recommendation, the following resolution was adopted : 
(5^<? page 36^ J Proceedings of i8go. ) 

'^Resolved, That this Grand Council recognize and adopt as part of its work, 
the appendant degree of Super- Excellent Master, the actual working of said de- 
gree being left to the option of the Subordinate Councils." 

In 1889, Illustrious Companion Kimball, being in attendance upon the session 
of the General Grand Council at Atlanta, received the degree communicated by 
Most Puissant General Grand Master Cooley; and obtained from him authority to 
communicate the same to others entitled iti this jurisdiction. Having myself, with 
other companions, received the degree communicated by Illustrious Companion 
Kimball, at our session of 1S90, I, on the 29th of April, 1891, communicated the 
same to Companions John T. Marsh, of E. H. English Council, No. 14; T. L. 
Milner, of Searcy Council, No. 12, and George P. Taylor, R. & S. Masters. 

On the nth of May, 1891, I communicated the degree to Companions Fred 
Kramer, Charles Kantorowicz, Ed. Metcalf, J. E. Gowdy, S. N. Proudfoot, P. K. 
Roots, A. Grottian and G. W. Skidmore, members of Occidental Council, No. i. 
Little Rock, that Council having resolved to confer the degree as one of its regular 
degrees; and on the 9th day of November communicated the same to Companion 
Sam W. Williams, he having been prevented from being in attendance at the 
time of its being communicated to the aforesaid class. 

On the 15th of said month, in my double capacity of Most Illustrious Grand 
Master and Thrice Illustrious Master of said Council, I conferred the degree on 
a class consisting of Companions Charles L. Thompson, A. M. Heisman, August 
Sundholm, Arthur C. Jones, Edward J. Arnold, W. K. Dobbins, Adolpb Cohen, 
and David \V. Pollock, of said Council. The degree was conferred with the full 
ceremonial, and although conferred now for the first time in our history, was 
done with a degree of effect and impressiveness that added greatly to the interest 
of our ceremonies. I think such would be the case with it everywhere when fully 
conferred. 

On the 1 2th of October, also in the same Council and in the same way, I 
conferred the degree on Companions Thomas H. Jones and John P. Karns, mem- 
bers of said Council. 

On the 19th of May, 1891, I visited Searcy Council, No. 12, at Searcy, Ar- 
kansas, and communicated the degree to Companions George A. Dannelly, Theo. 
Moyer and J. T. Hicks, and afterwards, with their assistance and that of Com- 
panions T. L. Milner, John W. Edie and another companion, who had previously 
received it, I conferred the degree on Companions Horace Jewell, J. W. Bradley, 
Eugene Cypert, L. G. Canfield, John G. Holland, Ben Isbell, J. W. Armstrong 
and \V. B. Carter, all members of Searcy Council, No. 12. 

On the 9th of October, 1891, Illustrious Companion, George L. Kimball, at 
my request, and in pursuance of his authority from the General Grand Master, 
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communicated the degree to Companions L. C. Hall, A. Madenwald, R. C. Bul- 
lock, W. W. Evans and J. \V. Pound, members of Brilliant Star Council, No. 27. 
So that we may regard the degree as being now firmly implanted among us, 

and likely to be actively worked. 

RITUAL OF THE DEGREE. 

We greatly need to have a Ritual for this degree of Super- Excellent Master. 
I have been using one kindly furnished to me by Companion George D. McBride, 
of G'allipolis, Ohio, our Grand Representative near the Grand Council of Ohio, 
which is the correct and established work of the degree ; but this, of course, can 
supply our needs only in a very limited circle. Since the degree has been incor- 
porated among us, and is actively being worked, there is a manifest necessity 
that the Ritual thereof should be promulgated, so that Council Masons of our juris- 
diction may obtain access thereto. I accordingly recommend that this Grand 
Council take such steps for the promulgation of the Ritual, as its wisdom may 
suggest. 

DEFECTS IN OUR CONSTITUTION. 

I have discovered certain particulars in which our Constitution is in conflict 
with the Constitution of the General Grand Council of the United States, and I 
here make mention of them in the hope that they may be rectified, and we be 
placed more in harmony with the superior instrument. They are as follows : 

ERROR IN OUR NOMENCLATURE. 

Section 15 of Article I, of our Constitution says: "The style of this Grand 
Council ^hall be, *Most Puissant Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of 
Arkansas;' of the Grand Master, *Most Puissant;' of the other Grand ofHcers, 
*Right Puissant,' except the Grand Steward and Grand Sentinel, whose style is 
•Puissant.' " 

Section 2 of Article I, of the General Grand Council says : **This Grand 
Council shall be composed of ♦ * * * all Most Illustrious Grand Masters 
and all Past Most Illustrious Grand Masters of the several constituent Grand 
Councils." From this it will be seen that the correct title should be '^Most Illus- 
trious,' and * Right Illustrious,' instead of • Most Puissant,' etc. The title 
* Most Puissant' is that used for the General Grand Master, and the word 'Puis- 
sant ' applies to the remaining officers ; but the title of the officers ot a State 
Grand Council should bear the word 'Illustrious.' " 



OMISSION OF CONDUCTORS OF COUNCIL, 

Section i of Article I, of our Constitution in enumerating who shall compose 
the Grand Council, fails to include the office of Grand Conductor of the Council. 
In Section 2 of Article I, of the Constitution of the General Grand Council, that 
officer is specified, being next in rank after the Grand Captain of the Guard. 
He is also made an indispensable and important officer in the doing of the work, 
and most certainly ought to be included. 




RANK OF OFFICERS. 

My attention has also been called to the fact that our Constitution gives a 
different order of rank from that of the General Grand Council in the following 
particulars : 

Our Constitution gives the following order after Grand Recorder, to-wit: 
Grand Captain of the Guards, Chaplain, Marshal, Steward and Sentinel. 

The Constitution of the General Grand Council gives them in the following 
order: Grand Recorder, Grand Chaplain, Captain of the Guard, Conductor of 
the Council, Marshal, Steward and Sentinel. 

This changes places as between Chaplain and Captain of the Guard ; and 
introduces Conductor of the Council next followii^. 1 recommend that our Con- 
stitution be amended in these particulars so as to exactly accord with the Consti- 
tution of the General Grand Council; and I suggest that the amended Constittition 
be published in our printed minutes of the session at which the same are adopted. 

Proposed amendments may be acted on at the session at which they are pro- 
posed, if two-thirds of the Councils of the Jurisdiction are represented and concur 
in such proposition; otherwise they are required by Section i, Article III, to lie 
over until the Annual Assembly next succeeding the one at which the same are 
proposed. 

CONCLUSION. 

Thus companions in the foregoing have I rendered to you an account of the 
stewardship with which you have honored me. It is not a record of great deeds 
certainly, but yet it is one which I contemplate with satisfaction on account of 
some things done well therein, and which I trust may prove to be fruitful of fur- 
ther thought and deed in the years that are to come. After all, the sum of human 
endeavor consists not in the doing of isolated great things, but in the doing well

So it has been my endeavor to do with diligence such things in the cause of 
Cryptic Masonry as my opportunities have afforded, and if in the doing of them I 
shall have obtained your approval I shall regard it with feelings of unalloyed 
gratification; pleased with the belief that I shall have in some measure 'discharged 
my duty to the Craft.*'

The Most Illustrious Grand Master, Charles N. Rix, deliv- 
ered the following 

ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council of Arkansas: 

Resistless as the tides that rise and fall, and silent as the flight of thought, is the 
stride and tread of Time in its unguided march, unheeded but for the passing- day, 
until a twelve-month is lost, never to return, as we again meet in Grand Assembly, 
to renew our fraternal friendships ; cement still closer the bonds of fellowship ; wi- 
den the avenues of Masonic intellect ; deepen the channels of charity and brotherly 
love ; and to legislate for the permanence of the foundation principles— especially 
those of Cryptic Masonry — that the grand superstructure towering above the nine 
arches of its foundation may prove everlasting. 

A twelve-month has passed and still we are laboring in the clay grounds through 
which the broad highway to advancement passes ; still presenting our work for in- 
spection and approval of our fellow-man, and still waiting for the way to be left 
open some day, that shall reveal to us that great unknown of the future, when the 
canopied arch of heaven shall be ours to enter, by a door that has been left open to 
us all, and where fervency and zeal, silence and secrecy, will be justly rewarded by 
that Grand Steward whose sleepless vigilance watches over and guards onr welfare, 
and directs our footsteps, by making darkness light before them. 

Illustrious Companions, I greet you, as you only may be greeted, and with grate- 
ful thanks, that, while the cycle of another year has been traversed its entire cir- 
cumference, yet do we again assemble, missing but few of the familiar faces that 
have for so many years and so often welcomed us with smiles of kindness, and the 
words of wisdom we so loved to hear from those learned in the professions and prin- 
ciples of our beloved Order, and particularly those of the Cryptic Rite. 

I bid you thrice welcome to the halls of deliberation and the avenues of our An- 
nual Assembly, where we shall ai^ain, with confidence and pleasure, reflect upon the 
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record of the past, that we ibay be enabled thereby to prepare our footsteps for the 
future, with courage and zeal ; make clear the avenues of wisdom from all rubbish, 
that there may be no convenient means of causing confusion ; and in all things en- 
deavor to bring light where darkness may have caused delay, and thus consistently 
and manfully pursue our chosen journey ; for some in its infancy, for some in its 
prime, for some past meridian and about finished, and for some already finished and 
at an end among our earthly brotherhood. 

In this closing line I am sorrowfully reminded, Companions, that for one of our 
best beloved it has indeed already been finished, and his journey is at an end. 

On^, who a short year ago joined so cheerfully with us in conferring the beautiful 
ceremonies of our Order; one who so meekly yet fearlessly taught the sublime 
chances of death, in which the ** young may die, the old must die," yet the wisest 
know not how soon. *< Many are called, but few are chosen." Yet he has been 
called and chosen. The designs upon his earthly trestle-board are finished. He 
was even then walking in the valley and very shadow of death. He has accom- 
plished the common doom of man. " Brief life is our portion here." His reward 
will be found buried there. 

I can form no sentences that so aptly apply, as the words written by him upon the 
death of our greatly beloved Companion, John M. Claycon, which I quote : 

** But idle are the words of woe, and vain the voice of praise. Our brother needs 
no eulogy. He has gone from among us, 'tis true; he sleeps, and sleeps well, no 
doubt ; his form will moulder in the dust of ages, but longer than sculptured marble 
or storied verses can stand the test of time, will his character and name be cher- 
ished and crystalized in the memory of the members of our Order." 

Companions, I refer, as you may know, to Companion George Leonard Kimball, 
Past Most Illustrious Grand Master, who died August 29, 1892, in Concord, N. H., 
^vhere he was visiting in the hope of benefiting his impaired health. 

His Masonic career was one of pleasure to the Craft who knew him, an honor to 
himself, and of distinction within the Order. His first service in this Grand Council 
was as its Deputy Grand Master, in 1885, and next, as Most Illustrious Grand Mas- 
ter, in 1886, and a re-election in 1887. Of his efficient services in the other Grand 
Bodies of this jurisdiction it is not necessary for me to here advert, they being well 
and favorably known to all of you. 

At the time of Companion Kimball's death I was absent from the State. Upon 
my return, after learning of his death, I csused the following circular letter to be 
issued, announcing his death : 

«« Office of the Most Illustrious Grand Master, 

•* Royal and Select Masters, 
" Hot Springs, Ark., September 20, 1892. 
" To the Thrice Illustrious Master and Companions of the Several Councils of 

Royal and Select Masters of the Grand Jurisdiction of Arkansas : 

** Companions — ^A Royal and Select Master Workman in the Ninth Arch has 
surrendered his tools, discontinued his work, and has silently passed all barriers and 
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Sentinels, even unto the entrance of that Everlasting Arch guarded by the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe. 

*' Death ! oh, thou Death I hath passed all sentinels, unmindful of their vigilance 
ur challenge for the pass-word, and strides on and on, with steps that never tire or 
cease. 

'* With sorrow filling my heart is it that I announce the death of Companion 

GEORGE LEONARD KIMBALL, 

Past Most Illustrious Grand Master of this Grand Jurisdiction, which occurred 
August 29, 1892, at Concord, New Hampshire, the home of his boyhood, and in the 
sixty-fourth year of his age. 

" His Masonic record I need not recapitulate. It is known to us all as bright, 
honorable, earnest and learned ; but we mourn the loss of that kindly smile, the 
welcome grasp of the hand, and those words of light and knowledge that pertained 
to Cryptic Masonry. 

** To our departed Companion, Cryptic Masonry was always of interest, and to it 
he devoted much of his great store of knowledge and experience, and to him this 
Grand Council and the Subordinate Councils of this jurisdiction are greatly indebted 
for their present standard of excellence. 

*' Therefore, let us emulate his example in our future conduct; and in testimony 
of our appreciation, and in memory of his many virtues, I hereby direct that the 
Council rooms, altar and jewels, of each Council in this jurisdiction, shall be suitably 
draped in mourning for a period of ninety days ; that this testimonial be read at the 
first meeting of each Council after it is received, and that it be recorded upon the 
records of each Council as a further tribute to his memory.

I recommend that a Memorial page be set apart to his memory in our printed pro- 
ceedings, with such other tribute to his memory and worth as maybe thought proper 
by our Committee on Memorials of the Dead. 

CONDITION OF THE RITE. 

Cryptic Masonry in Arkansas is steadily advancing in interest and zeal of action 
and healthfiilness of spirit, made so by the excellent and learned administration of 
the previous chief officers of this Grand Body, combined with the adoption and pro- 
mulgation of the ritual adopted by the General Grand Council of the United States. 

Uniformity of work in the ceremonies is becoming apparent, interest is increasing, 
and ambitions are being raised that are laudable and of lasting benefit to all, and 
gradually thus the several Councils in this jurisdiction are becoming stronger in all 
that is most essential ; they meet oftener than of yore, and, as a result, I think new 
Councils will soon be organized where needed, as the interest in the Rite advances. 

The past year has not been fruitful in this latter respect — I mean the organization of 
Councils — but for this there have been, in my judgment, good and sufficient reasons ; 
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that for this Grand Jurisdiction — the secret vaults are now quite numerous, and our 
Councils, in number, stand well up with those of many .States with greater popula- 
tion, more accessible by lines of transportation, and vastly superior in position, 
wealth, and intelligence among the masses. This view, if correct, is to the Masons 
of Arkansas flattering and commendable, and a condition that every Mason within 
the borders of our State may be justly proud of, and can be pointed to, in my hum- 
ble judgment, as another of the many convincing proofs of the undervalued Chris- 
tian influences and principles of Freemasonry. 

The Grand Councils in ten States yet stand independent of the fostering influences 
of the General Grand Council of the United States, and will not yield their sover- 
eignty in a small measure, and thus form a combined circle, a Masonic family of 
more numerous adoptions, to be watched over and guided by the wisdom and con- 
servatism of the combined vigilance and intelligence of representatives from all. 
Some of them even go to the extraordinarily extreme sovereign distinction of intimat- 
ing that those Grand Councils subordinate to the General Grand Council are not their 
peers, and refuse an interchange of Grand Representatives. Because we acknowledge 
allegiance to the General Grand Council, and its healthy, governine; influences, we are 
no less a Mason or Masons, and, in no sense, no lets the peer or peers of the Grand 
Councils that remain independent of the General Grand Council. I hope ere many 
years to see this mistaken assumption dissolved by the good work accomplished by 
the General Grand Council, the stimulating influences it necessarily raises, and a 
revival of earnest and intelligent action in Cryptic Masonry, so that by moderation 
and kindness we may strengthen the ties of fellowship, and elevate our plane of use- 
fulness to that degree of essential needs that all Grand Councils in the United States 
shall And it desirable and pleasing to be subordinate to the General Grand Council. 



OFFICIAL ACTS. 

In this branch of my administration of the office of Most Illustrious Grand 
Master, I regret to say, my official acts will be briefly compassed under their respec- 
tive heads. 

For quite a good portion of the past year I have been necessarily absent from the 
State, this year longer than usual outside my business requirements — by a vacation 
and rest from my business cares — hence, had I ever so great a desire to visit the Sub- 
ordinate Councils, I would have been curtailed in that laudable desire by said absence. 

Not even my vacation and attending pleasures of rest and recreation at (he sea- 
side, could have or would have compared with the satisfaction and pleasure I would 
have had and found in visitations to the several Councils of this jurisdiction ; but, 
Companions, it was not entirely my choice — this absence from duty — but was that of 
a duty I could not deny, where ill-health had a foothold in my family circle. I am 
pleased and happy to say, that from no quarter have there come any requests or 
wants that have not been responded to promptly and cheerfully, so I feel in a great 
measure that the Sanctuary has been guarded with a vigilance other than mine, and 
with abilities and intelligence that require few guiding minds. 
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On July i8th, I made an official visit to Hot Springs Council, No. 23, and assisted 
in conferring the degrees on six Companions. I am pleased to say that the ceremo- 
nies were given in a most satisfactory manner, and with much interest and pleasure 
to all present, and sttictly in accordance with our Ritual. 

On September 17th, I received a courteous communication from Companion Geo. 
D, McBride, Grand Representative of Arkansas near the Grand Council of Ohio, 
asking if there were any special matters of interest I desired presented that Grand 
Council at its forthcoming Assembly. 

Having nothing of special interest to present, I so replied, thanking him, and 
presenting through him the fraternal good will and greetings of the Grand Council 
of Arkansas to the Grand Council of Ohio. On October 22d, I received a reply 
from him, from which I quote as follows : 

*' I desire to report to you that your Representative was received and welcomed 
by the Grand Council of Ohio, and the fraternal greetings extended by you were 
duly presented. The Grand Council had a most harmonious and interesting meet- 
ing, there being a good attendance of officers and representatives of Subordinate 
Councils present. Recognition of the death of our personal friend and late Grand 
Master of Arkansas, Companion Geo. L. Kimball, was feelingly referred to in the 
address of Most Illustrious Grand Master Acklin." 

DISPENSATIONS. 

No Dispensations to form new Councils have been asked for. 

On February 10, 1892, 1 granted a Dispensation to Pike Council, No. 8, on given 
date to open a Council for the purpose of electing officers and installing same, not- 
withstanding the Charter of said Council had been mislaid or lost, and authorized 
said Council to continue its assemblies, and work under said Dispensation, until its 
Charter was found or duplicate issued in its stead. I have received no further commu- 
nications from said Council, hence I presume they have found the missing Charter. 

I respectfully ask that my action be approved. 

On July 18, 1892, for good and sufficient reasons, I granted a Dispensation to 
Hot Springs Council, No. 23, to elect and install officers, notice having been given 
all resident members of such expected action. 

The reasons for this were quite lengthy, hence I have not incorporated them 

herein. 

DECISIONS. 

While the decisions asked for have not been very numerous, nor from different 
localities, yet those that have been asked for have been broad and cover many points 
of much interest, not only to the Cryptic brotherhood, but to the Order in general, 
as I think you will appreciate from the following case presented me for decision by 
Occidental Council, No. i, of Little Rock. I recommend their careful consider- 
ation : 

CASE. 

A Companion Royal Arch Mason applied for the degrees in said Council, and 
after the usual proceedings of reference to a committee, report at subsequent meet- 
2-GC 
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ing, and ballot thereat, was duly elected to receive said degrees ; and a night was 
appointed for the conferring of the same ; of whicli each Companion of the Coun- 
cil was given due notice, through the usual course of the mails. Shortly before the 
arrival of the hour for the conferring of said degrees, a Companion of the Council 
appeared before the Thrice Illustrious Master, and stated that he objected to the 
candidate's receiving said degrees. Thereupon the conferring of said degrees was 
postponed, until further order, and the candidate was duly notified thereof. 

Under the above case your decision is asked as to what are the law and the equi- 
ties upon the following points, in order that a due regard for the rights of all parties 
may be observed, to-wit : 

1. Can a Companion of a Council stop a candidate who has been elected to re- 
ceive the degrees simply by appearing before the Thrice Illustrious Master, in the 
office of such Master, and there stating that he objects, without giving the grounds 
on which such objection is based ? 

Ans, No. Objection must be made in open Council, at any assembly thereof, 
or by communicating the objection to the Thrice Illustrious Master, either verbally 
or in writing at any assembly; or if unable to be present he may send his verbal 
objection by a Companion. 

He cannot be required to disclose his reasons for objection. 

2. Can such objectioB be presented privately, and orally, to the Thrice Illustrious 
Master; or must the same when made privately, and the grounds thereof, be in 
writing ; oi must it be made in open Council ? 

Ans. An objection can be presented privately and orally. 

3. When grounds are stated as the basis of said objections, has the Council the 
right to pass upon the sufficiency of the objections, by a majority or other vote ? 

Ans. When reasons for objection are voluntarily disclosed, it does not deprive the 
objector of his individual right — that undeniable veto ; but the Council may, if so sub- 
mitted by the objector, pass upon their sufficiency, by a majority vote, at an assembly 
to be called for that purpose of which every resident member should have notice. 

4. If the grounds of objection to a candidate elected as aforesaid, contain a 
charge or assertion of misconduct on the part of such candidate, has the Council a 
right to appoint a committee to investigate and report as to the validity of said 
charge, for the purpose of determining the sufficiency of the objection ? 

Ans. Yes, at any time before the degrees are conferred. 

5. There being no uniform Code of By-Laws for the government of Subordinate 
Councils in this jurisdiction, has a Council the right to frame such by-laws as it 
shall see proper, in conformity with the existing laws, to govern such subjects as 
objections to advancement, and other subjects not specifically covered by the pro- 
visions of Hich existing laws? 

Ans. A Council cannot make and adopt by-laws to govern objections to advance- 
ment. 

6. What length of residence is necessary before a Council can entertain the pe- 
tition of a Companion Royal Arch Mason for the Council degrees? 
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Ans. A Council may entertain a petition for the degrees any time after the peti* 
tloner has become an affiliated Royal Arch Mason and declares his residence to be 
at the place where the Council is located. 

7. When circumstances indicate that a mistake has been made as to the identity 
of the person against whom an objection to advancement is made, may not a Coun- 
cil take such circumstances into consideration in determining the validity of the 
objections made ? 

Ans. Yes ; but an objection made cannot be set aside, except as may be agreed 
upon and consented to by the objector. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

At our last Annual Assembly a committee was appointed to revise the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of this Grand Council, and I presume will be ready with their report 
at this Assembly. 

I therefore recommend that a Uniform Code of By-Laws be adopted by this 
Grand Council, so they, may be published with the revised Constitution that may be 
reported by said committee. 

I recommend that an edict be passed prohibiting the use of any living person's 
name being given to a Council. 

RITUAL. 

Upon this question I have at all times taken much interest, in this and the other 
Grand Bodies of this jurisdiction, with the ardent hope and desire of seeing uni- 
formity throughout the United States, and certainly throughout our own jurisdictio", 
and although we have adopted the Ritual of the General Grand Council, and it has 
been duly and officially promulgated, yet I feel that I shall have failed in my con- 
victions of proper and faithful action, did I not express my personal feelings upon 
the manner in which our Ritual has been promulgated. 

I think it indiscreet and improper to send our Ritual broadcast, as it were, to each 
and every Royal and Select Master who may wish to buy the same for two dollars. 
I believe upon proper consideration you will think so. I use no indiscretion in 
speaking of this, as it has been published in our last proceedings. By some means 
this action escaped my notice then, or I should have certainly entered my demurrer 
to such proceedmg. 

The manner of imparting the essentials and ceremonies by this Ritual I believe 
indiscreet and a mistake, and that such error should be speedily repaired. I intend 
no reflection upon the motives or acts of any companion, further than that which I 
take upon myself. We were all at fault and alike censurable. I feel that I should 
not have faithfully discharged my duty to the Craft did I not call your attention to 
the same at this time. 

I therefore recommend that a special committee of five members be appointed by 
this Grand Council to consider this question, and report such action as in their 
judgment may seem proper and wise. 
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In conclusion, Companions, I have little else to say, but I should do my own 
sense of justice, appreciation and gratitude violence, and injustice to my convictions 
of honor and brotherly affection, did I not — as I now do— sincerely, earnestly and 
honestly tender my lasting gratitude to you all, for your uniform kindness, courteous 
treatment and association in the past years, yet more than all for your generous ac- 
tion in placing me in the distinguished positions which I have held in this, and the 
other Grand Bodies of this jurisdiction. 

While I fully appreciate that my efforts for the advancement and good of the 
Order have been limited and deficient in many respects, yet I shall still cling to the 
grand hope that I have in no way created a dislike, an ill feeling, or a heart-ache, 
intentionally or otherwise, and while my efforts may have failed in bringing about 
much that would prove of benefit to the Order, yet I trust that you will believe that 
such as they have been all have been sincerely, consistently and honorably presented, 
and with the strictest sense of intent of the greatest good for all. 

To you, kind Masters, am I indebted for the proud, honorable and distinguished 
station I have occupied the past year ; to you my allegiance is due in the future to 
the same extent and as manifestly as before honoring me, and even so you will have 
it. I hope that, by our combined efforts and experience, we may foster the renewed 
interest, with endeavors to elevate to the highest standpoint of intelligence, forbear- 
ance and unity, the membership of our Order, and thus place it upon a plane, unat- 
tainable except by following our professions, which will be unassailable by the 
profane. 

Continue, dear Masters, thy chosen faith. 

Be diligent in all without fault. 
There never can exist an earthly wraith, 
That may enter our secret vault. 

The entrance thereto is broad and wide ; 

But the toilers therein will not halt 
For the ebb or flow of centuries' tide, 

If it should enter our secret vault 

Our structure withstands all tests of Time, 

Our Arches without reasonable fault ; 
Charity spreads like a creeping vine. 

Inside and out of our secret vault. 

Friendship, love, a Christian life. 

By our tenets are always taught ; 
Unknown, unheard, is turmoil or strife

Little Rock, Ark., November 15, 1892. 
To the Most Illustrious Grand Masttr, Officers and Members, of the Most Illustri- 
ous Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of Arkansas : 
The undersigned committee, appointed at the last session of this Most Illustrious 
Grand Council, ** to examine and revise the Constitution and Laws of this Grand 
Council, and make the same harmonize with the Constitution and Edicts of the 
General Grand Council of the United States," having now performed that duty, beg 
leave hereby to submit, as the result of their labors, a Constitution prepared in ac- 
cordance with the above directions. In the preparation of the same they have fol- 
lowed the provisions and the language of the previous Constitution, with only such 
changes as are necessary to conform to the provisions of the Constitution of the 
General Grand Council, as to nomenclature ; the introduction of the ofiBce of Con- 
ductor of the Council ; and the rank of officers ; and the same is accordingly frater- 
nally submitted for your consideration.

CONSTITUTION OF THE GRAND COUNCIL OF ROYAL AMD SELECT 

MASTERS OF ARKANSAS. 

ARTICLE L 

Section i. This Grand Council shall be composed of a Grand Master, a Dep- 
uty Grand Master, Grand Principal Conductor of the Work, Grand Treasurer, 
Grand Recorder, Grand Chaplain, Grand Captain of the Guard, Grand Conductor 
of the Council, Grand Marshal, Grand Steward, Grand Sentinel; all Past Grand 
Masters, Past Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Principal Conductors of the 
Work; all Thrice Illusthous Masters, Deputy Illustrious Masters, and Principal 
Conductors of the Work, for the time being, of the several Councils under its juris- 
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diction, so long as such Past Grand Officers shall remain members of any Council 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council. 

Sec 2. Each member of this Gr&nd Council shall have one vote, and in case of 
an equal division the Grand Master shall have an additional one ; each Council is 
entitled to three votes, irrespective of the number of its Representatives present ; 
and all Grand Officers and Past Grand Officers designated in Section i, may vote 
both as such and as Representative. 

Sec 3. Each of the three principal officers of a Subordinate Council has the right 
to appoint a proxy to attend the Grand Council in his stead ; provided, all proxies 
must be members of such Council. 

Sec 4. The first six officers of the Grand Council shall be elected at the Annual 
Assembly by a majority of votes ; and the remaining officers shall be appointed by 
the Grand Master and hold office during his pleasure. 

Sec 5. The Grand Council shall have the sole government and superintendence 
of the several Councils under its jurisdiction ; and shall have power to assign their 
limits, prescribe the fees for admission, and settle controversies that may arise be- 
tween them. It shall have power to grant Charters to new Councils within the 
State of Arkansas, and make laws for its own government and for its Subordinate 
Councils. 

Sec 6. The Grand Master has power to convene any Council within this juris- 
diction; to preside therein ; inspect their proceedings; and require their conformity 
to Masonic rules ; he may require the attendance of, and information from, any 
Grand Officer, respecting his office ; he may make Royal and Select Masters at 
sight, in a Council ; he may grant Dispensations for new Councils, on proper ap- 
plication, when the Grand Council is not in session ; and during the recess of the 
Grand Council may exercise all its executive functions. 

Sec 7. In case of the death, absence or disability, of the Grand Master, the 
Deputy Grand Master, Ad Grand Principal Conductor of the Works, shall, in suc- 
cession, exercise his prerogatives, and discharge his duties, for all purposes. 

Sec 8. It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer : 

First. To take charge of all the funds, property, securities and vouchers of the 
Grand Council. 

Second. To pay all orders duly drawn and attested ; and to report annually to 
the Grand Council his receipts and expenditures. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Grand Recorder : 

First. To record the transactions of the Grand Council. 

Second. To sign and certify all instruments from the Grand Council. 

Third. To prepare for the Annual Assembly, a correct list of the Past Officers 
of the Grand Council entitled to vote, together with the names and numbers of all 
Subordinate Councils entitled to representation in this Grand Council. 

Fourth. To receive, and keep a proper account of, all moneys belonging to the 
Grand Council, and pay the same over, without delay, to the Grand Treasurer ; and 
render an annual account to the Grand CounciL He shall receive such compen- 
8-GC 
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sation as may be allowed by the Grand Council ; together with one dollar for each 
certificate and seal, and ten dollars for each Charter issued. 

Sec io. It shall be the duty of the Grand Officers, whoe duties have not been 
hereinbefore specifically set forth, to discharge such functions as, by ancient usage, 
appertain to their offices. 

Sec. 1 1. The Annual Assembly of this Grand Council shall be held at Little 
Rock ; immediately following the close of the Session Grand Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons o Arkansas; but a Special Assembly may be called whenever the Grand 
Master may deem it necessary. 

Sec 12. The Grand Council may, when they deem it expedient, appoint a 
Grand Lecturer ; and also, such Committees as may be necessary. 

Sec 13. The revenues of this Grand Council shall be derived from the follow- 
ing sources : 

There shall be paid into the treasury of this Grand Council — 

For every Dispensation to form a new Council $20 00 

And upon granting a Charter the further sum of. 10 00 

For every Charter granted by the Grand Council without a Dispen- 
sation having previously been granted 30 cx) 

For every companion received and greeted in a Subordinate Coun- 
cil during the year i 00 

Every Council shall pay for each member annually 25 

Sec 14. Any Council neglecting or refusing to make returns and pay dues for 
more than one year shall forfeit its warrant, and be restored only by paying all back 
dues ; and such delinquent shall not be allowed a representation, nor vote, in the 
Grand Council until so restored. 

Sec 15. The title of this Grand Council shall be "Most Illustrious Grand 
Council of Royal and Select Masters of Arkansas ;" of the Grand Master, " Most 
Illustrious ;" of the other Grand Officers, ** Right lUustifous ;" except the Grand 
Steward and Grand Sentinel, whose title shall be, *' Illustrious.'* 

ARTICLE II. 



REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF SUBORDINATE COUNCILS. 

Section i. A Council of Royal and Select Masters shall consist of a Thrice 
Illustrious Master, Deputy Illustrious Master, Principal Conductor of the Work, 
Treasurer, Recorder, Conductor of the Council, Steward and Sentinel, and as many 
members as may be convenient, congregated and working by virtue of a warrant 
held under the Grand Council, and at the place designated in the warrant or by the 
Grand CounciL 

Sec 2. The powers and privileges of a Subordinate Council shall be such as are 
defined in its warrant, by this Constitution, or by the ancient landmarks. 

Sec 3. No warrant of a Council shall be forfeited except upon charges regularly 
made in the Grand Council at the Annual Assembly, of which due notice shall be 
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given the Couacil, and an opportunity of beiofi^ heard in defense; and then only for 
disobedience to this Constitution, or for contumacy to the authority of the Grand 
Master or Grand Council; except for the causes set forth in Article I, Section 14; 
but a warrant may be suspended by the Grand Council or the Grand Master, at any 
time, upon proper cause; which suspension shall not extend beyond the next Ac- 
nual Assembly. 

Sec 4. The first five officers of a Subordinate Council, hereinbefore named, 
shall be chosen annually by a majority of the voters. The other officers shall be 
appointed by the Thrice Illustrious Master. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of a Council to receive all moneys, 
paid in to the Council, from the hands of the Recorder; to keep a just and correct 
account thereof; and to pay the same out by direction of the presiding officer and 
the consent of the Council. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of a Council to record the proceed- 
ings of the Council ; to receive all moneys paid in to the Council, and pay the same 
over to the Treasurer without delay ; to transmit immediately after every election a 
certificate thereof to the Grand Recorder; and to make a full return annually to the 
Grand Council, in the form prescribed. 

Sec. 7. No Council in this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees for a less sum 
than ten dollars. 



ARTICLE III. 



GENERAL PROVISIONS. 



Section i. The Grand Council shall have power to alter or amend this Consti- 
tution at any time at an Annual Assembly, with the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present; provided, the proposed alteration shall have been submitted in 
writing at one Annual Assembly, and laid over until the next Annual Assembly for 
consideration ; unless, two-thirds of the Councils in the jurisdiction being represent- 
ed, such proposition shall be unanimously concurred in, in which case it may be 
adopted at once.

Min- 
utes good. We recommend that a Charter be granted. 

We, your Committee to whom were referred the facts as to the loss of Charter of 
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Pike Council, No. 8, respectfully recommend that a duplicate be granted to that 
Council.

RITUALS PRINTED AND PROMULGATED. 

To the Grand Council of Arkansas : 

Companions — I have the honor to report that in accordance with the direction of 
this body at its last Annual Assembly, I caused the Ritual of the Degree of Super 
Excellent Master to be printed, and promulgated the same, in the same manner as 
was done with those of the Roya] and Select Degrees ; that is to say, to Super Ex- 
cellent blasters, and to Councils electing to confer the degree, upon their executing 
pledges for the safe and secret preservation of the books. 

The cost of printing one hundred and fifty of the Rituals, with the accompanying 
blanks for pledges, circulars and postage, was $53.25. The books were sold at one 
dollar each.

The reading of the record of the last Annual Assembly was 
dispensed with, as they had been printed and distributed. 

The Most Illustrious Grand Master, Chas. N. Rtx, delivered 
the following 

ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council of Arkansas : 

We have wrought our regular hours, as the night succeeds the morn ; as the 
sun's first rays gild the mountain top on each succeeding day ; as in its ceaseless 
journey it carries its penetrating rays, from the mountain's apex down along the 
happy valleys of every-day life, to warm and enliven the atmosphere pervading the 
labor fields of our workmen, and to brighten those enduring chains of friendship, 
brotherly love and duty, that calls us together again in Annual Assembly; almost, as 
it would seem, ere the working tools ot life had again been resumed, together with 
its toilsome cares and intermittent joys, so soon after the fraternal good-bye and 
lingering farewell grasp of the hand incident to our last Annual Assmbly. 

The mysterious alarm that sounds the knell of each succeeding year's demise is 
still controlled by the Great Master Workman of the Universe, who heeds not the 
drone, nor yields to any plaintive appeal for delay, but rigidly executes and exacts 
the fixed and unchangeable requirements of nature. 

These evolutions to us go almost unheeded, so that it seems but as a day since 
with all the succeeding seasons ; but as a day that I greeted you one year ago ; but 
as a day since from this exalted station I bid you thrice welcome in Council Assem- 
bly to deliberate for the good of our Order. 

For the second time I am permitted, and it is my pleasure, to receive and greet 
you as your Grand Master, and give you an earnest and sincere welcome to our 
beautiful sanctuary whose towering arches, courts and halls form the Temple of 
our Order in Arkansas ; and I am prood to say that it stands, and will stand, a 
lasting monument of the combined handiwork of Ancient Craft Masonry, Royal 
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Arch and Cryptic Rite. Under the consecrated influences pervading our Temple, I 
bid you to lay aside the cares and responsibilities of business or profession, likes or 
dislikes, loyalty or prejudice, and enter into that mystic chain that assembles about 
our altar, and unite in sincere and fervent thanks at once more being permitted to 
resume our labors in the secret vault in true and unvarying companionship. But, 
Companions, let us not forget that some familiar faces greet us not ; that some have 
disappeared to join those numberless hosts that once lived, but live no more. Our 
work is not finished, our transition is yet to be met, so we should not forget that the 
mile-stones numbering our age on life's highway are passing rapidly by, and should 
remind us that we are rapidly passing on the downward grade of life's fleeting 
journey, and that the end of earthly companionship is not far distant. 

Little did we realize at the close of our last Annual Assembly that the then 
coming year would be fraught with events that have been of such vital importance 
to the welfare, prosperity, happiness and peace of mind of the whole of people 
of our great nation. 

The foundation stones of our financial, political and manufacturing systems have 
been strained almost beyond the measure of endurance, without bursting the bond 
that cemented them as one common stone. Fears have been magnified, confidence 
lost, sympathy unheeded and hope dismayed in the minds of the thousands upon 
thousands that have been so seriously affected by the lamentable convulsion that 
has spread its rigor throughout eur country. But now, amidst the sunshine of our 
November skies, the clouds are lifting, and the gleams of a prospective prosperous 
sunlight is dimly seen that will bring the warmth of confidence with its rays that 
will be felt with great appreciation. It is proper and quite just to say that amid all 
these disrohraging and depressing influences our great and good Fraternity has not 
passed through the arches that span the great highway of our Masonic pilgrimage 
undisturbed, for whatever affects the general business or disturbs the normal condi 
tions of our great country must necessarily affect its inhabitants. Let us here be 
reminded and remember in whom we put our trust, and gratefully offer our acknowl- 
edgments for his protecting care, and our guidance from the reefs of disaster and 
the engulfing waves of possible ruin. May its bitter results prove and inspire a 
salutary lesson that will manifest itself in acts of charity and usefulness to the 
widow and orphan, the helpless and the deserving. This reminds me. Companions, 
that the year has been fraught with other events, sad in their commission and 
mournful in their realization. 

Though the sun's first rays may gild the mountain top, yet shall a day of darkness 
come in all our lives that shall shut out the sunshine of this hie, and its sombre and 
floating clouds will penetrate the mists that veil that unknown life beyond the river. 

Death, with its mystical and unknown tentacles, the respecter of none, has laid 
claim upon our dominion, and its tenacious grip has been for the time appeased, 
but great has been the sacrifice to the voracious angeL 

It is well to remember that as we live, yet do we lose those we hold dearly as 
friend, neighbor, associate and brother ; yet do we see tbem pass forever from our 
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earthly sight, entering upon that journey whose passage dissolves that veil which 
discloses eternity, and that last rest in the tranquil realms of eternal life and light. 

THE ILLUSTRIOUS DEAD. 

The select, the worthy, and the faithful have passed the post of the Great Captain 
of the Guard of the Universe without word pr token. 

** Out of a land very dreary, 
Out of the world very weary. 
Into the rapture of rest," 

Has passed the spirit of Illustrious Companion Logan H. Roots, Past Most Illus- 
trious Grand Master of this Grand Council, who died at his home in Little Rock, 
on the 30th day of May last, at the age of 53 years, and at that time the Grand 
Representative of the Grand Council of New York near the Grand Council of 
Arkansas. 

He has paid the debt of nature. We mourn the loss of a true friend. Companion 
Roots was too well and too favorably known throughout our State, and among 
Masons, to need at my hands any eulogy that I might be capable of delivering. 
In Masonry he received distinguished honors, having presided over each of the 
Grand Bodies of this State. 

It was not alone in the Masonic Fraternity that his worth was known, and his 
loss felt and mourned. The State of Arkansas has lost one of its very best friends, 
its most untiring workers, and its unceasing advocate. No where will his loss be 
felt more keenly, nor will his influence be more greatly missed, and his presence more 
sadly wanted, than in our great State. Ever alive to advance its material interests, 
and evtrr ready to engage in any enterprise that would promote the interests of his 
State and city, the State and city has indeed lost one of its foremost friends. 

He was true to his friends, and charitable to his enemies, steadfast in his devo- 
tion, hospitable to a fault, liberal, progressive, and a man of many generous char- 
ities for the good of humanity. Companion Roots was honored in Masonry, was 
honored in public life, and was loved and respected for his true merits. It is a 
mournful duty, yet a consolation to me, that I am permitted to pay this slight 
tribute to his memory. 

Right Illustrious Marcus L. Bell, Past Illustrious Master of this Grand Council 
in 1869, died at Pine Bluff, his home, on the 23d of September, 1893, and at the 
time of his death Thrice Illustrious Master of English Council, No. 14, of that 
place. Companion Bell was well and most favorable known throughout our State ; 
a man of promise in his community, of marked ability in the legal profession, who 
had enjoyed many distinguished positions in the Masonic Fraternity, and held its 
esteem and respect 

Right Illustrious Roderick L. Dodge, the first Grand Treasurer of this Grand 
Council, in i860, died at his home in Little Rock on the 31st day of March, 1893. 
Companion Dodge was Grand Treasurer from i860 to 1867, when he was elected 
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Grand Principal Conductor of the Work, served two terms, and was then again 
elected Grand Treasurer, and served there until 1 877. 

As a further tribute of esteem and respect to our departed Companions, I recom- 
mend that a memorial page be set apart to their memory in our printed Proceedings, 
with such other tribnte as may be deemed proper by our Committee on Memorials 
of the Dead. 

In expressing our fraternal and personal testimony to the memory of our Com- 
panions who have departed to return no more, we as well bow our heads in 
mournful recognition with our sister jurisdictions in the death of their cherished 

Companions. 

OFFICIAL ACTS. 

At our last 'Annual Assembly a resolution was adopted making it the duty of 
the Most Illustrious Grand Master to arrest the Charters of all Councils delinquent 
more than one year in the payment of their dues, after a notice to th%t effect from 
the Grand Recorder. Under that resolution the Grand Recorder did his duty, and 
no payments being made, reported the Councils by name to me as follows : 

Bentonville Council, No. 6. Hindsville Council, No. 28. 

Ward Council, No. 9. Walnut Ridge Council, No. 30. 

Blakely Council, No. 19. Sulphur Rock Council, No. 31. 

Augusta Council, No. 22. 

Upon investigating, I found that the Constitution, by Section 14 of Article i, pro- 
vides for just what was the intent of said resolution, and that by operation of this 
provision of the Constitution the Charters of these several Council became suspended 
thereby. I did not take any steps to take charge of the jewels, furniture. Charter 
and effects of these several Councils, for the reason that I thought it much better 
to have the Grand Council to dispose of this part of my apparent duty, as, no 
doubt, there will be Companions in attendance that live near the domiciles of these 
Councils that can be authorized to take charge of and collect this property, and turn 
it into to the custody of the Grand Recorder, and thus save quite an expense that 
would have been incurred had I attempted to carry it out at that time. 

The fact that the greater part of the past year has been one of great stringency 
in money and financial affairs, depression and stagnation in business, may seem in 
some degree a matter to be taken into consideration with respect to these particular 
Councils, and the effect the same may have had upon some of or perhaps all of 
their members. 

Hot Springs Council, No. 23, it seems, lost its Charter some years ago, at the 
time of the burning of the Lodge room in that place ; that an application was made, 
or supposed to have been made, to the Grand Council for a duplicate Charter ; that 
the matter so rested, supposing they had received such duplicate Charter, until the 
present year, when it was asked for to hang in the Lodge room. Then it was 
found that no Charter had been received, as requested some years previously. I 
thereupon, on May 12th last, under a statement of the facts by the Recorder and 
several Companions, issued a Dispensation authorizing said Council to hold its 
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regular or called assemblies, and perform all its functions, as if in possession of a 
Charter, until the assembly of the Grand Council. I hope my action may be ap- 
proved, and that a duplicate Charter will be issued to said Council. 

No decisions have been requested of me outside of a reference to the constitu- 
tional provisions governing same, and none of a character that would require their 
report to you. It is just possible that the several decisions made during my first term 
of office covered such a multitude of points that the Companions have been trying 
to digest them in their leisure. 

At the time of the death of Past Most Illustrious Grand Master Logan H. Roots, 
and Illustrious Companions Bell and Dodge, I did not issue the usual notices of 
death in the several Subordinate Councils, for the reason that the treasury contaiced 
no funds for such uses in paying for printing, postage and stationery, feeling well 
assured that every Masonic Lodge in this State would have the usual notice, through 
the medium of the other Grand Bodies, of the sudden demise of our Illustrious Com- 
panions, with the usual request for the attending tokens of mourning to be observed, 
and believing that for such a seeming neglect of an official act no improper motive 
would be imputed to me for the course pursued, when reported and fully under- 
stood. 

On the 2ist day of August, 1893, I had the pleasure of visiting Hot Springs 
Council, No. 23, and assisted in conferring the degrees, with the full cetemonies, 
upon several Companions. I found the records well kept, financial condition good, 
and very much interest taken and expressed in the ceremonies pertaining to the 
degrees. With a pardonable pride, I hope, I will mention that I received the 
courteous consideration due to my station, and such others as is incident to the 
well-known reputation of the Masons of my city. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On Jaoary 28th last, I granted a Dispensation to the Officers and Companions of 
English Council, No. 14, of Pine Bluff, to hold a Special Assembly on January 30ih 
following for the purpose of electing and installing officers, requiring that due and 
timely notice should be given to all resident members of the time and purpose of 
said Special Assembly. 

On May 17th last, I granted a DispensMion to Occidental Council, No. i, of 
Little Rock, to call a Special Assembly for the purpose of referring the petitions of 
two Companions, and to ballot on the same, requiring that due and timely notice 
should be given to all resident members of the time and purpose of said Special 
Assembly. 

I also issued a Dispensation to Hot Springs Council, No. 23. as herein reported 
under the head of Official Acts. 

Good and sufficient reasons were given in these requests, as I thought, to warrant 
me in granting the same, and to justify a belief that it was for the best interests of 
the Rite. 

2— GC 
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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 

On January 28th last, at the request of the Most Illustrious Grand Master of 
Illinois to nominate a Grand Representative, I with pleasure named Past Most 
Illustrious Grand Master George Thornburgh as the Grand Representative of 
Illinois near this Grand Council, and while I have not been advised, I presume he 
has been officially notified of his appointment. 

With the death of Illustrious Companion Roots the office of Grand Representa- 
tive of the Grand Council of New York became vacant. I have not recommended to 
that Grand Council the name of a successor, thinking it well to leave that duty for 
my successor to perform. 

I note with pleasure that Illustrious Companion George D. McBride, Grand 
Representative of this Grand Council near the Grand Council of Ohio, is a worthy 
Representative, and one alive to the welfare, needs and requirements of the Cryptic 
Rite in his own, and as a Representative of this Grand Council. 



CONDITION OF THE RITE. 
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The condition of the Cryptic Rite in this Grand Jurisdiction, so far as finances 
are concerned — ^ready money — I will say, is about, if not almost, banknipLy^oon 
«fter our last Annual Assembly the question became a very serious one as to whether 
we should be able to have printed and sent out, as usual, our Proceedings. Our 
treasury is about empty, and no revenue to be expected, except what might possibly 
be sent in by delinquent Councils, who were to be spurred with sharp- pointed 
resolves and urgent appeals to pay their dues. We had to delay past the usual time 
for having them printed, and our Grand Recorder was about discouraged of being 
able to do anything, and appealed to me. The only consolation I could offer or give 
him was to go ahead, saying we must have the Proceedings printed, as usual, and we 
will find a way open some day to pay the expenses. He did go ahead, and had 
the work done expeditiously, but just how he paid the expenses I do not now 
know ; but I will leave it for him to make his excuses for being so able a financier, 
as well as Grand Recorder. 

I now present to you for serious and careful consideration the condition of our 
finances. We do not want so much, but we do want and must have revenues sufficient 
to meet our necessary expenses, and to maintain our position, dignity and respect 
among our sister Grand Jurisdictions — a position now second to but few, and the peer 
of any, in all other respects. If no better means can be suggested, then let us raise 
the per capita tax until such time as our membership shall increase sufficient to 
reduce it; also, by charging a fee for all Dispensations and for Grand Council 
Certificates. 

The condition of the Rite in other respects, while not of an active, live, energetic 
working condition, except im a few localities, yet, withal, is fairly encouraging, 
and is especially so when taken in connection with and considering the extreme 
depression and almost paralyzing effects had upon the business, manufacturing and 
agricultural interests of the United States. _, . - 
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These conditions have caused lack of confidence, reserve, and disinclination to 
engage in anything requiring the outlay of money, so that I feel warranted in 
expressing the opinion that this alone has caused many Masons in this Grand Juris- 
diction to postpone and forego for the time their desire to become of the Cryptic 
Rile. ___ -- 

I feel sure that when the sun's rays shall have gilded the mountain's top, before 
reaching the horizon of another Masonic year, we shall have renewed energy, interest 
in, and additions in membership to our beautiful Rite. , 

It is possible that I might have assisted, in some small degree, in causing a little 
more interest being taken, and a slight stimulus being engendered among the laborers 
that repair to the clay grounds, and also within the arches, had I pursued the course 
of my desire, and as I ordinarily would have done, by making as many visitations as 
possible to our Subordinate Councils. In my inability to do so I feel that I was 
quite justified in what, to me, seemed imperative at the time. You all know, and 
I trust not sorrowfully, that the financial and banking interests of the whole country 
during the year were regarded by the masses as being in a precarious, if not a fail- 
ing condition — or, I may say, that part of the > ear in which it would have been my 
pleasure and most convenient and pleasant to visit these Councils — that in con- 
sequence thereof my position and interests in the banking business made it abso- 
lutely impossible for me to leave my post unguarded by my absence to make such 
visitations. While it is a condition of great regret and disappointment to me, and 
a record that I cannot look back to with the pleasure I could wish, yet, I am glad 
to say, it was not neglect or indifference that caused it, and must invoke your 
generous approbation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I feel that I shall not have fully and faithfully discharged my duly to the Craft 
did I not again call your attention to certain points and conditions that, in my humble 
judgment, should have your careful consideration —I now mean consideration — and 
I trust the emphasis I use will be appreciated. _ 

Dne-^nd an important condition — is that we should take ample time at our 
Annual Assemblies to consider well and deliberately, soundly and carefully all 
business presented ; to construct committees, if necessary, to cover all matters of 
whatever kind presented, either by the Most Illustrious Grand Master, or from other 
officers or sources ; to prohibit the usual rushing, crowding and hurrying of both 
committee work, the usual questions presented, and their debates. Let us take time 
and have a system to dispose of every question, and thereby have our records full 
and complete with intelligent action. _ _ 

As most important, in my judgment, I recommend that an edict be passed that 
shall require the reading and approval of the minutes of each Annual Assembly 
before closing. Specific reasons for this opinion will be given if desired. 

I again recommend that a Uniform Code of Ry-Laws be adopted for the govern- 
ment of the Subordinate Councils, and that the Constitution and a Digest of the 
Edicts and Resolves be printed with the same when promulgated. 
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I again recommend that the use of a living person's name be prohibited in 
naming a Council. 

I recommend that the Most Illustrious Grand Master be authorized to appoint 
the following additional standing committees : 

A Committee on Subdivision and Reference, or some suitable name therefor, 
whose duty shall be to subdivide the address of the Most Illustrious Grand Master, 
or other Grand Officer's report needing such action, and refer each subject to some 
proper committee, or make any needed recommendation for its proper considera- 
tion. 

A Committee on Ways and Means, to consider the condition of the assets, funds 
and revenues of the Grand Council ; to recommend means tor the proper main- 
tenance of and payment of the expenses of the Grand Council, who shall also ex- 
amine the books and vouchers of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder, and 
report on the same. 

RITUAL. 

The Special Committee on Rituals recommended the following, which was 
adopted at our last Annual Assembly : 

That each Council in the State be required to buy three copies of each Ritual 
for the use of the Council, etc. I am informed by the Grand Recorder that only 
two Councils have complied with this requirement, viz.: Hot Springs, No. 23, and 
Occidental, No. i, of Little Rock. 

CONCLUSION. 

Companions, I am fully assured, in my own mind, that the review of our affairs 
and the deliberations touching upon the necessities of the occasion of this Assem- 
bly will be careful, considerate, charitable, and, above all, harmonious, and that 
progressive, effective and prosperous results will follow and be made manifest ere 
we again meet in Annual Assembly. 

I have now reached that period in official life in the Cryptic Rite where I am 
about to transfer this highest badge of office and authority to some worthy Com- 
panion. 

Your partiality in honoring me so generously and greatly, your confidence and 
expressions of good-will, have all been greater than I could have reasonably 
expected, and I sincerely hope and trust that you each, one and all, appreciate that 
I shall ever hold your confidence, esteem and good-will to be the greatest of all 
honors one can have among his fellow-men.

We, your committee, to whom was referred the subject of the financial condition 
of this Grand Council, beg leave to report that we have given the matter careful 
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consideration, and find that its revenues at present are wholly insufficient to meet 
expenses when reduced to the most economical basis. There are reported 437 
Companions of Subordinate Councils in good standing for the current year, and 
the per capita tax of 25 cents only produces the sum of $109.25. We are of 
opinion that this is entirely too low, as is also the fee of $1.00 for each Companion 
received and greeted in the Subordinate Councils. We would therefore respectfully 
recommend that Subdivisions 4 and 5 of Section 13, Article I, of the Constitution, 
be amended so as to read as follows : 

For every Companion received and greeted during the year $2 00 

Every Council shall pay for each member annually, except for Companions 

received and granted during the current year 50 

We would further recommend that Article II of the Constitution be amended by 
adding the following sections : 

Sec. 8. Subordinate Councils shall hold regular assemblies once in every month, 
on a day to be fixed in their By-Laws. 

Sec. 9. Each Subordinate Council shall require its members to pay into its 
treasury annually a sum not less than 50 cents each as dues, to be determined by its 
By-Laws.

ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council: 

Assembled once more in this secret vault, we witness the end of 
another Masonic year. Its passage has not been fraught with any evil 
tidings to this Grand Jurisdiction, and it is with a heart filled with 
gratitude that I greet you ; and as our labors sliould be dedicated to 
the Most Merciful Creator of all things, it was meet and proper, before 
entering upon the active business of this assembly, that we offered our 
devotion to Him and asked His guidance and blessing to rest upon us in 
our proceedings and be with us in the new year upon which we are about 
to enter.

It affords me great pleasure to say that your representative was 
cordially received and greeted and was the recipient of distinguished 
favors at the hands of the officers of the General Grand Council and 
that the Grand Jurisdiction of Arkansas was pleasantly and gener- 
ously recognized by its representative being placed upon some of the 
most important branches of its transactions. 
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Many distinguished Masons were present and throug-hout its entire 
session the most perfect good will, cheerfulness and harmony pre- 
vailed. Some branches of its proceedings were of new and great in- 
terest to the Cryptic Craft of which your attention will be called by 
General Grand Recorder Mordhurst in due time for the attention of 
the Craft in our Grand Jurisdiction at its annual assembly.

A circular letter was received by me under date, New York, Octo- 
ber 10, 1894, from John W. Coburn, M.'. P.*. General Grand Master of

The General Grand Council accepted the 
trust, and it will be deposited in the vaults of the Grand Council of New 
York, and the chest will be kept open until December 31, 1894, for the 
deposit of memorials by the several Grand Councils and individual 
Companions. 

In order that this Grand Council may be able to deposit an appro- 
priate memorial, I recommend the appointment of a committee to pre- 
pare a suitable history of the formation and workings of this Grand 
Council, and that the same be forwarded to New York as soon as possi- 
ble. And that individual members of this Grand Jurisdiction be re- 
quested to send such memorials as they deem appropriate. 

And now, Companions, trusting that our present meeting may 
result in much good for Cryptic Masonry, and that we may return 
home with the consciousness of duty well done, I tender you my sincere 
thanks for the high honor you have conferred upon me, and return to 
you the emblem of authority with which I have been entrusted, I trust 
without spot or blemish.

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The M. I. G. M. then delivered an extemporaneous 
address, which was, in substance, as follows: 

Illustrious Companions : 

It is customary, I believe, on occasions like this, to call 
attention to the fact that " another year has rolled by," or that 
** we have passed another milestone on the journey of life,*' 
or " the wheel of time has made another revolution,*' etc., but 
as these time-honored metaphors have served so long and faith- 
fully they are entitled to a holiday and we will not order them 
on duty to-day. 

Seriously, Companions, I congratulate you that so many 
of us have been permitted by the mercy of our Great Creator 
to assemble here to-day and offer up our thanks to Him for His 
protecting care and for the many blessings bestowed upon us 
during the year just passed. Peace has reigned supreme 
throughout our land ; crops have been bountiful and prosperity 
is returning to our commerce and industries. 

Regarding the condition of our beautiful and beloved Rite 
in Arkansas, I can only say to you that while we cannot boast 
of it as being active and making rapid progress, still there is 
satisfaction in knowing that we are not losing ground. In the 
larger towns where the stronger Councils are located, much 
interest is taken in Cryptic Masonry, and the Rite is flourishing 
and the Councils growing, while those in the country seem to 
be fairly holding their own. 

It was my intention to have visited all the Councils during 
the year, and with that end in view I entered into correspon- 
dence with the principal officers of each early in last January, 
but circumstances over which I had no control compelled me 
to abandon the design, and thus another block was added to 
the great "pavement" of which the proverb tells us. How- 
ever, on the 1 8th of January, I visited Occidental Council No. 
I, and received a cordial welcome at the hands of T. I. M. Fay 
Hempstead and the Companions. I found this Council alive 
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and flourishing, and it gives me pleasure to add that this condi- 
tion is largely due to the zeal and conspicuous ability of its 
illustrious Master. I also visited English Council No. 14, 
officially, on the 24th of February, and unofficially a number 
of times during the year. This is my home Council and I am 
glad to report that it is active and prosperous. 

Frqm the fact that no questions have been submitted to 
me for decision and no appeals or grievances reported to this 
Grand. Body at this Assembly, it is apparent that peace and 
harmony prevail throughout this Jurisdiction. 

January 18, 1895, I granted to Occidental Council No. 
I, to elect and install officers, and on the 25th of the same 
month I granted a Dispensation for a new Council at Eureka 
Springs, Companion A. G. McKnight being named as T. I. M. 

In the interchange of fraternal courtesies, I have during 
the year appointed the following Companions as representatives 
of this Grand Body near other Grand Councils, viz:

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The M. I. Grand Master then delivered his annual address: 
Illustrious Companions : 

After spending the week with the more numerously at- 
tended bodies, Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter, we now meet 
"The Select, The Faithful, The Worthy Few," in Grand Coun- 
cil, in the last Arch. Professing Faith in God in the first, con- 
fidence in the Book of the Law in the second, let us in this 
enjoy full confidence in His promises, and with grateful hearts 
return our thanks to Him for life, health and strength, to have sus- 
tained the tests of another most trying year, of drouth, heat and 
extreme financial depression, coupled with a presidential can- 
vass. Our gratitude should show no bounds to that Allwise and 
Beneficent Creator, who endows us with the ability to endure 
s(ich calamities, and gives us a government capable of with- 
standing such strains. 

Tiiese meetings strengthen our system of free and liberal 
government. The advocates of all the political isms meet, lay 
aside their favorite theories of running the country, bury their 
antagonisms, revive the feelings of Brotherhood, and start in 
for another year's discharge of the duties of life, zealously 
Tenewing their Ubors for the good of humanity, battling for the 
weak, against wrong, oppression and superstition. 

Companions, with the first greetings over, we realize the 
absence of our former associates. Before entering upon further 
duties, let us reverently call attention to our Companion, who 
has quietly closed up his Arch, laid down his sword and trowel, 
and gone on before to receive his wages. 

Our beloved Grand Treasurer, R: I: Companion Fred- 
erick Kramer, died September 8, 1896, at Colorado Springs, 
Col. It is unnecessary for me to speak of the virtues of our 
departed Companion to any Mason in Arkansas. Every one 
will miss him, his hearty greeting, pleasant face and voice — 
"the young may die, the old must die." 

^^Yet Love will drejm, and Faith will trust, 
Since He, who knows our needs, is just, 
That somehow, somewhere, meet we must.** 
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In August I received a communication from the M : P : 
Grand Master, of Pennsylvania, notifying us of the death of I : 
Companion Thomas Millspaugh, R: P: Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

I would recommend that suitable memorials be prepared for 
our beloved dead and those of other Jurisdictions. 

Since we meet to review the proceedings of the past year, 
I submit a short account of my official acts. The duties of the 
office have been light, and have not required much attention. 

During the year it has been my pleasure to visit all the 
Councils in the Northwest part of the State, and can report 
them in good condition. 

I met with Osiris Council No. 5, at Fort Smith, on the night 
of their regular annual election and installation, and assisted in 
conferring the degrees and installed the officers. 

Our new Council, Mystic No. 34. is working well, as 
every one will know who is acquainted with the Companions at 
Eureka Springs and their Masonic Zeal. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On March 24 I issued a dispensation to Occidental Coun- 
cil No. I to receive and act upon the petition of Companion 

, on the same day, in order that he might go through 

with a class that they had ready to work. 

On July I I issued a dispensation to Mystic Council No. 34 
to receive and act upon the petition of Companion John H. 
Dickens the same night. 

GRAND REPRESENTATIVE. 

On January 21 I appointed Companion Geo. M. Gross, 
whose commission had expired, as the Representative of the 
Grand Council of Arkansas, near the Grand Council of Illinois. 
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DORMANT COUNCILS. 

In corresponding with the Grand Recorder, I found that 
Pike Council No. 8 had made no returns since 1893; Ward 
No. 9, no returns since 1889; Batesville No. 13, no returns 
since 1893; Blakeney No. 19, no returns since 1889; Sulphur 
Rock made returns for 1894, but paid no dues, and Central 
No. 36, no returns for 1895. 

On September 5 I wrote to the following Companions, be- 
lieving their zeal for the cause would prompt them to action, 
authorizing them to visit the respective Councils, and endeavor 
to revive them, but failing in this, to arrest the charters, and 
send all the books, papers and property, of the several Coun- 
cils, to the Grand Recorder before this meeting of the Grand 
Council: 

Companion G. W. De Vaughan, Waldo, for Pike Council 
No. 8, at Magnolia; Companion Jno. C. Bone, Batesville, for 
Batesville No. 13, at Batesville; Companion T. M. Horsfall, 
Hazen, for Blakeney No. 19, at Clarendon; Companion J. H. 
Kennerly, Sulphur Rock, for Sulphur Rock No. 31, Sulphur 
Rock; Companion W. I. James, Clarksville, for Ward No. 9, 
Clarksville, and at the same time wrote Companion W. K. 
Dobbins, earnestly urging him to see the Companions of Con- 
way about the dues of Central No 33. 

I received prompt replies from Companions W. I. James 
and John C. Bone promising to comply. 

Companion Jno. C. Bone sent in the books, jewels and 
papers for Batesville No. 13. 

Companion T. M. Horsfall turned in the charter and 
jewels of Blakeney No. 19. 

Companion J. H. Kennerley reports all its effects burned, 
Sulphur Rock No. 31. 

Companion G. W. De Vaughan asks for three months' 
time to pay dues and revive Pike No. 8. 

Companion W. I. James reports no life, charter, records 
or evidences of existence, Ward No. 9. 




Companion Dobbins failed to get the letter, Central No. 33. 

We have long since abandoned all hope of seeing the 
Cryptic degrees worked generally, and generally appreciated. 
In my own council it is almost impossible to get a meeting when 
there is no work. In fact, it is, and always has been, difficult 
to keep up Councils outside of the cities. 

In our younger days, when filled with enthusiastic admira- 
tion for the beauties of the Cryptic degrees, our greatest desire 
was to see them universally worked, and every Royal Arch 
Mason avail himself of his privilege of advancing. 

The Councils then were far apart, and it was very difficult 
to obtain the degrees. It so happened that I lived a long way 
from a Council; and, after several ineffectual attempts to get a 
quorum, getting thoroughly disgusted with the seeming care- 
less negligence of our Council, after a long correspondence, I 
got a dispensation to receive the degrees in the city of Evans- 
ville, Ind. They were beautifully conferred. I was so im- 
pressed with their worth, that I really believed that, if it could 
be arranged, so that a sufficient number of Companions to 
work, could obtain the degrees in each Chapter, the Council 
would become one of the most popular branches of Masonry. 
And, in my enthusiasm, I went to our Grand Chapter and Grand 
Council and effected a consolidation. This was about the time 
the ^'Mississippi plan" was being tried. After working that 
way for awhile, communicating the degrees to the officers of 
the Chapters and a sufficient number of Companions in each 
Chapter to work them, the Grand Chapter abandoned them, 
the Grand Council resumed work, and in a few years we fell 
back into the old condition of indifference. Alas ! the dreams 
of youth are seldom realized. 

GRAND TREASURER. 

On October 2 I appointed Companion John Brodie, 
Grand Treasurer, to fill the vacancy in that office caused by the 
death of Companion Frederick Kramer. 



L. 
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Companions, you have the account of my stewardship be- 
fore you. But I must not close this without publicly acknowl- 
edging the obligations to our I : Grand Recorder for so many 
kindnesses to lighten my labors during the year. 

And, now, having been placed by your partiality on the 
highest round of ambition's ladder, I can readily see, from this 
point of view, how far short I have fallen of what your prefer- 
ment deserved. 

In conclusion, I tender you the sincere thanks of a grateful 
heart, and offer you in the years to come all the assistance that 
my experience will give, coupled with a zealous interest in the 
Craft. And may we all, in our life and labors, '^illustrate the 
moral principles of our order," and "hold in due veneration the 
ancient landmarks." 

We are now ready to draw our designs for the coming 
year.

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Tlie M.\ I.". Grand Master then delivered his annual 
address : 

Ilhistrious Companions : 

The sound of the silver tnimpet again calls us from rest to 
labor. Through the loving kindness of an ever guarding Provi- 
dence, we are again permitted to meet to transact business, not 
simply for time, but for eternity. And may God grant that 
here and elsewhere ^ve may so work, so live, that when we are 
called upon to lay down our working tools and cross the mystic 
river, and our fevered faces feel the breath of the eternal morn- 
ing, our work may pass the Master Overseer's square, and that we 
mav indeed find that liffht which emanates alone from the Grand 
Orient. 

We humbly thank the Great Grand Master above for the 
blessings he has granted to us, and while the Grim Monster has 
entered our secret vault and borne to the great beyond some of 
our best loved Companions, many of us still have the happy 
privilege of meeting together again and greeting one another 
with that heartv handshake that so much cheers a brother, and 
w^hile thanking God for our immunity this year from the pesti- 
lence that has so sadly afflicted some of our sister States, we ex- 
tend to the Companions of those States our heartfelt fraternal 
sjTnpathy. 

I have heard of no disturbance among the Companions, and 
no questions have been submitted to me for my decision. There 
have been no new Councils organized and no great increase in 
numbers, but I am not pessimistic enough to believe that this 
seeming apathy, this quietness all along the line, augurs ill for 
the Craft. The past two years have been years of great depres- 
sion in business mattere and one great cause of our own want of 
advancement and increase in both Councils and numbers. 

About the first of the year 1 wrote to the Royal Arch 
Masons in nearly every part of the State where there was a 
Eoyal Arch Chapter but no Council, asking if they could not 
organize a Council. Those who replied seemed anxious enough. 
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but stated that money matters were so stringent that they could 
do nothing. The Cryptic degi'ees being the capstone of Ancient 
Freemasonry, we should be more zealous in encouraging Royal 
Arcli Masons to t^ke those degrees. They, not knowing their 
real importance and beauty, and in their haste to get the C-hiv- 
alric Orders, more especially the younger Companions, pay but 
little attention to these degrees, view-ing them as mere append- 
ages, or side shows. It would be better for the Craft and for 
the parties themselves if these degrees, as well as the Koval 
Arch degree, were made a prerequisite to the Commandery 
Orders. 

Seldom do we get a Grand Master financially able to visit 
the Councils all over the State, and it might be w^ell to require 
the Grand Master — it is his dutv anyhow — to visit each Subordi- 
nate (\)uncil, either in person or l)y proxy, and the Subordinate 
Council to pay the actual expenses of such visit. Xot being 
able myself to visit many of the Councils, 1 departed from the 
custom lieretofore in practice. I divided the State into three 
districts, assigning the southern and southwestern part of the 
State to 1). I. M. Short, the central and northwestern part to P. 
C. W. Horsfall, and I took the eastern and northeastern part. 
And I requested those Companions to visit all the Councils in 
their respective districti?, if practicable and render to them sucli 
aid and encouragement as was in their power to do. Companion 
Short rejwrts tliat he has visited only Hot Springs Council Xo. 
23, and that that Council was in good condition, doing it^ work 
well. Companion Horsfall reports tliat he had visited Occi- 
dental No. 1, and Sam Williams No. ?»'l^ both of which were 
doing well. 1 had a chance to visit only Searcy Xo. 12, and 
Marianna Xo. 25. J^oth are holding their own and received me 
riffht cordially. 

In September last we lost by death our most genial and 
whole-souled Companion, P. il. T. G. M. Jas. M. Harkey. A 
loved and honored brother has fallen, but like a true soldier, he 
fell with his armor on. He died at his })ost. I suggest that a 
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memorial page in our proceedings, with a suitable inscription 
thereon, be set apart to his memory. 

In February last Companion T. A. Baxter, Grand Repre- 
sentative of the Grand Council of Louisiana near this Grand 
Council, passed from among us. In respect to the Grand 
Council of Louisiana, as well as our regard for Companion 
Baxter, I suggest that a page be set apart to his memory. 

But recently was announced the death of Companion R. L. 
Goodrich. I recommend that a page in our proceedings be 
suitably inscribed to his memor3% 

In February last I recommended the appointment of Com- 
panion J. A. Plummer, as Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of Louisiana near this Grand Council, Adce Companion 
T. A. Baxter, deceased. 

On July 16 I recommended the reappointment of Com- 
panion A. B. Grace as Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of Oregon near this Grand Council. 

On October 4 I recommended the appointment of Com- 
panion Jno. T. Hicks, as Grand Representative of the Grand 
Coimcil of Indiana near this Grand Council, vice Companion 
Jas. M. Harkey, deceased. 

On ?\ovember 9 I recommended the reappointment of Com- 
panion W. W. Garland as Grand Representative of the Grand 
Council of Ohio near this (irand Council. 

On January 7 I granted a dispensation to Occidental Coun- 
cil Xo. 1 to elect and install officers, they having failed to do so 
at the regular time. 

In August I receiveil notice from Companion H, W. Mord- 
hurst, General (irand Secretary, of the meeting of the General 
Grand Council of the United States at the city of J^altimore on 
October 11, 1897. Xot being able to attend, I sent my proxy to 
our Illustrious Companion, Jas. A. Henr\', and asked him to 
represent this Cirand Council in that Grand Body. 

In conclusion, I tender my most sincere thanks to the Com- 
panions who so generously conferred upon me the honor of 
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Grand Master, and wlio have since so patiently and kindly aided 

me and held me up in the discharge of my duties. And now, 

in surrendering the gavel to my successor, I must say that, while 

I may not have filled the position with that honor to m^'self and 

profit to the Craft that I should, I have done the best I could, and 

I feel that I have cast no dishonor upon the exalted station to 

which you elevated me. And with a heart overflowing with. 

zeal for the cause and love for the brethren, my earnest prayer 

shall be that when life's fitful dream is past, and our last parting 

shall have taken place, we may all meet in that glorious *^over 

there" in that tabernacle "not made with hands, eternal in the 

Heavens."

To the Most lUustrious (irand Master, Officers and Members of the Grand 
Council of Arkansas^ R. and S. M.: 

Your Committee on Memorials of the Dead, to whom was referred 
so much of the address of the Most Illustrious Grand Master as relates 
to the death of Illustrious Companion James M. Harkey, Past Most 
Illustrious (irand Master of this Grand Council, and of Conipauion 
Ralph L. (locdrich, having now considered the same, beg leave to 
present the following rei)ort: 

Tlie death of Illustrious Companion Harkey removes from our 
midst one of our most zealous and devoted members. We have not 
failed at any meeting of this Grand Council in many years to .see his 
familiar face and to receive his kindly greeting; but to-day we behold 
his i)lace among us vacant, and it saddens us to know that his voice 
is hushed forever. How often has that voice been heard in our con- 
vocations counseling wisely; how often has it been eloquent in advo- 
cating the cause of whatever was just and right. Companion Harkey 
was distinguished among men for his plain, straightforward earnest- 
ness, and through it he left an Indelible impress on the affair:^ oT 
Masonry in this Jurisdiction, and In it on Cryptic Masonry in an 
especial degree. He served this (inind Council in many important ca- 
l)aciti(*s up to that of Most Illustrious Grand Master in 1S84. In which 
otlice he conducted the attialrs of this Grand Council with wisdom and 
success. May his memory long be cherished for the good that he did, 
and his name continue to be the household word it was among ii.s in 
the days of his life. 

• In the death of Companion Ralph L. (Toodrich. which has been fit- 
tingly referred to by the Most Illustrious Grand Master, Cryptic Ma- 
sonrj' has sustained the loss of one of Its most scholarly and erudite 
members, one whose learning and mental endowu'.ents were such as to 
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aLlorn any circle in which they might be placed. He was a profound 
student of life-long application, and the fruits of the knowledge that 
he thus obtained had won for him a name and a fame which not only 
existed in the place of his residence, but which extended into the wider 
circles of the outer world of this nation, and even found recognition In 
foreign lands. Such researches as Cryptic Masonry afforded were pre- 
cisely to bis liking, and he pursued his investigations therein with 
thoroughness and ardor. At the time of his death, and for some time 
prior, he was Deputj' Illustrious Master of Occidental Council Xo. 1, 
and in the labors of that Council he took an active part. 

We recommend that a memorial page be set apart in our minutes 
to the memory of each of these Companions, and that a copy of the 
minutes be sent to the family of each of these Companions.

EEPORT OF COMMITTEE 0>T MEMORIALS OF THE 

DEAD. 

The Committee on Memorials of the Dead presented the 
following report, which was ordered printed in the minutes, 
to-wit: 

To the Grand Council of Arkansas; 

Your Committee on Memorials of the Dead, to whom was 
referred so much of the address of the Most Illustrious Grand Master 
as relates to the dead Companion William I. James, of this Grand 
Jurisdiction, and William Abram Love, of the Grand Council of 
Georgia, having considered the same, beg leave to fraternally report:. 

Companion James had been a zealous and active Council Mason 
for many years, and rarely failed to b€^in attendance at the sessions 
of this Grand Council and to talce active part in its labors. He was 
with us at our last session, apparently in his usual health and vigor, 
but within the brief space of one month after the close of this Grand 
Council, the Dread Messenger summoned him into the World of the 
Great Beyond, and his place in our midst knows him no more. 

Truly Companions, "We walk upon the ashes of the generations 
which have gone before us." "The young may die, the old must die, 
and the wisest know not how soon." 

Let us then wisely employ our time so that when our labors 
shall have ceased, we may sleep in peace, "for the night cometh when 
no man can work." 

In the death of Companion William Abram Love, Cryptic 
Masonry in America has lost one who filled a large space in its annals. 
He was a commanding figure in Masonry; commanding both in per- 
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son and attainments. Those who have long beheld his to^rering 
form, and his silken snow-white locl^s about a countenance of singu- 
lar benevolence, will ever forget his appearance. In mental attain- 
ments he stood grandly prominent, and especially in Masonic fields. 
He has passed to the rest that remaineth for the people of Ood. 

We recommend that a memorial page, suitably inscribed, to the 
memory of these Companions, be inserted in our Proceeding's.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

GENERAL GRAND COTUNCIL, 

AS AMENDED IN 1897. 



ARTICLE I. 



Section 1. This body ahall be known as the General Grand 
Council of Royal and Select Masters of the United States of America. 

Sec. 2. Thp General Grand Council shall be composed of the 
following officers: 

Most Puissant General (irand Master. 

Right Puissant General Grand Deputy Master. 

Right Puissant General Grand Principal Conductor of the Work. 

Right Puissant General Grand Treasurer. 

Right Puissant General Grand Recorder. 

Right Puissant General Grand Chaplain. 

Right Puissant General Grand Captain of the Guard. 

Right Puissant General Grand Conductor of the Council. 

Right Puissant General Grand Marshal. 

Right Puissant General Grand Steward. 

Puissant General Grand Sentinel. 

Together with all Past Most Puissant General Grand Masters, 
Past Right Puissant General Grand Deputy Masters, Past Rl^t 
Puissant General Graiid Principal Conductors of the Work ; all Most 
Illustrious Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters, and Grand Prin- 
cipal Conductors of the Work, or their proxies; all Past Most Illus- 
trious Grand Masters of the several constituent Grand Councils, and 
the first three officers of every Council, under the Immediate Jurisdic- 
tion of tills General Grand Council, or their proxies, which officers 
of said constituent Councils shall, collectively, have one vote. 

Sec. 3. On all questions to be decided by the General Grand 
Council, each State Grand Council shall be entitled to three votes, 
by its representative or representatives. The General Grand Officers, 
when present, shall each have one vote, but no member of the Gen- 
oral Grand CoimcU shall be entitled to vote as proxy when the Com- 
panion giving the proxy is present. 

Sec. 4. The officers of the General Grand Council shall be elected 
by ballot, and installed at each Tiiemiial Assemblj', except the Gen- 
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eral Grand Chaplain and General Grand Sentinel, who shall be 
appointed by the General Grand Master, at the commencement of 
each stated assembly, and shall hold their offices until their succes- 
sors shall be elected and installed. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the officers of this General Grand Council 
shall be such as are appropriate to their several stations. 

Sec. 6. The stated assemblies of the General Grand Council shall 
be held triemiially, at such date and place as it ehall determine. 
Provided, that if, in the opinion of the General Grand Master, or, in 
case of his inability, then of the Senior General Grand officer, there 
shall be danger of life and health, from sickness or other local cause, 
by any meeting being held at the time appointed, he may change 
such meeting to some other time and place, and in the event of such 
change being made, he shall immediately notify the General Grand 
Recorder thereof, who shall forthwith notify the other officers and 
members in such manner as he may deem best calculated to efifect 
the desired object. 

Sec. 7. The General Grand Master and General Grand Deputy 
Master ahall have authority to call a special assembly of the Gen- 
eral Grand Council whenever they consider it expedient or necessary, 
and it shall be their duty to do so when properly requested by a 
majority of the Grand Coimcils, of which four months' notice shall 
be given of the time and place of meeting. 

Sec. 8. A quorum of the General Grand Council shall consist of 
the Representatives of three Grand Councils. 

Sec. 9. The General Grand Council shall watch over and protect 
the interests of Cryptic Masonry in the States, Districts or Terri- 
tories which recognize its Jurisdiction, and where there is no Grand 
Council regularly established; and shall settle all difficulties which 
may arise and be referred to it, and shall give such advice and 
Instructions as may seem most conducive to tJie peace, advance- 
ment and perpetuation of Cryptic Masonry in its original integrity. 

Sec. 10. The General Grand Master, or, in case of his inability 
to act, the General Grand Deputy Master, shall have power and 
authority to grant dispensations for new Councils of Royal and 
Select Masters, in any State, District or Territory where there is not 
a Grand Council regularly established and working independently 
of any other Masonic body; such dispensation in no case to extend 
beyond ihc time of ihc next stated assembly of the General Grand 
Council, but no new Council shall be established in any State, Dis- 
trict, or Territory', where there is a regular Council within a reason- 
able distance, without the consent of the Council nearest the place 
where such new Council is proposed to be located; and he shall 
immediately notify the General Grand Recorder of such dispensation. 
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and make report of the same at the next triennial assembly of the 
General Grand Council, when the General Grand Council may gnnt 
said Council a charter. 

Sec. 11. The fees for granting a dispensation shall be $25, and 
every Council holden by dispensation, or charter, from this body, 
shall pay into the treasury of the General Grand Council, the sum 
of $1 for each Companion greeted therein, and 50 cents annually for 
eadh member, until such time as a Grand Council shall be regularly 
established in the State, District, or Territory in which such Council 
is located. 

The General Grand Hecorder shall be paid by the petitioners $5 
for his services in gnmting a charter. The fees hi the sereral Coun- 
cils under the immediate jurisdiction of the General Grand Council, 
for conferring the degrees of Hoyal and Select Master, and the 
appendant degree of Superexcellent Master, shall not be less 
than $10. 

Sec. 12. Whenever there shall be three Councils reg^arly insti- 
tuted in any State, District, or Territory, a Grand Council may be 
established so soon as convenience and propriety may dictate. 

Sec. 13. Each Grand Council constituent of this General Grand 
Body shall pay to the General Grand Recorder, annually, the sum of 
50 cents for each chartered Council under its Jurisdiction. 

The Grand Recorder of each Grand Council shall be required to 
transmit to the General Grand Recorder, an official notice of the 
election of its Grand Officers within thirty days thereafter, and also 
transmit to the General Grand Recorder six copies of their Proceed- 
ings as soon as the same are printed. 

Sec. 14. Every Council of Royal xmd Select Masters must hare 
a charter or dispensation from the General Grand Council, or from 
some Grand Council working independently of any other branch of 
Masonry, and no Council shall be deemed legal without such dis- 
pensation or charter; and Masonic communication, both public and 
private, is hereby interdicted and forbidden between any Council or 
any member of it, and any Council or Assembly that may be so ille- 
gally formed, opened, or holden without such charter, or any person 
assumed to be received or greeted therein. 

Sec. 15. State Grand Councils shall determine the legal status of 
the Royal and Select Masters of their several jurisdictions. 

ARTICLE II. 
Sitbordinate Councils. 
Section 1. A Council of Royal and Select Masters under the 
immediate jurisdiction of the General Grand Council, shall consist 
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of the following officers: Thrice Illustrious Master, Right Illustrious 
Deputy Master, Illustrious Principal Conductor of the Work, Treas- 
urer, Recorder, Captain of the Guard, Conductor of the Council, 
Steward, Sentinel, and as many other members as may be conven- 
ient for working together. 

Sec. 2. Every Council under the immediate jurisaiction of this 
General Grand Council, shall annually make a return to the General 
Grand Recorder of their name, number, location, and time of stated 
meeting, with a list of officers and members, degrees conferred. Com- 
panions admitted, died, suspended, or expelled, in accordance with a 
form furnished from the office of the General Grand Recorder. 

Sec. 3. Every Council under dispensation from this General 
Grand Council shall, at the close of its period, return to the General 
Grand Recorder its dispensation and records. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. This Constitution may be amended at any stated 
assembly by a majority vote of the Grand Councils represented. 

Sec. 2. Nothing contained in this Constitution shall be construed 
to derogate from the right or authority of any Grand Council which 
may not determine to become a constituent of this General Grand 
Council. 

Sec. 3. Whenever this Constitution shall be ratified and accepted 
by any Grand Council, its Grand Recorder shall immediately notify 
the General Grand Recorder of such action, and whenever nine Coun- 
cils shall have so ratified and accepted It, the General Grand 
Recorder shall notify all the Grand Councils, and the officers of this 
General Grand Council, who shall thereupon assume their duties as 
such. 

Sec. 4. Immediately after the opening of the General Grand 
Council the presiding officer shall appoint a Committee on Creden- 
tials, consisting of three members, whose duty it shall be to report 
on membership from time to time during the session of the General 
Grand Council, and whose term shall expire with the session. 

Sec. 5. The General Grand Master-elect, after installation, and 
before the closing of the session, shall appoint the following Com- 
mittees, whose term shall extend and be analogous with the term of 
the General Grand Master, unless by him sooner removed, by the 
appointment of his or their successors, viz: 

(a). A Committee on Finance and Accounts, consisting of as 
many members as in the Judgment of the Most Puissant General 
Grand Master shall be necessary, whose duty it shall be to examine 
and pass upon all business of a financial nature; to examine the books 
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and accounts of the General Grand Treasurer and Recorder, and to 
make a report thereof in writing, as early as may be, during; the 
session of the General Grand Council, and to perform sueli other 
duties as the General Grand Council may refer to them. 

(6). A Committee on the State of the Rite and Foreign Com- 
munications, consisting of as many members as, in the Judgment of 
the Most Puissant Gemeral Grand Master, shall be necessary, whose 
duty it shall be to open up and enter into correspondence with all 
foreign Grand Councils of Royal and Select Masters; to establish and 
maintain a system of correspondence with all State Grand Couneiis 
not members of the General Grand Council; to watch the interests 
of the Rite in Jurisdictions where it is not under the control at thiB. 
or a State Grand Body, and report in a written or printed form at 
the Triennial Assembly succeeding their appointment. 

(c). A Conmiittee on Cryptic Jurisprudence, consisting of as 
many members as, in the Judgment of the Most Puissant General 
Grand Master, shall be necessary, whose duly it shall be to examine 
all questions of Masonic law and Jurisprudence, the status of mem- 
bership, conflicts of o]ginion, appeals and grievances, as existing or 
arising within the bodies constituting the membership of the General 
Grand Council, which may be referred to them for action or opinion, 
and such other duties as may be referred to them by the General 
Grand Master or presiding officer. 

(d). A Committee on Charters and Dispensations, whose duty it 
^ shall be to examine the records sent up by Councils, acting under 
the dispensation of either of the officers qualified to issue such dis- 
pensation; to malwe report in writing of their internal state, and 
recommend such action to the General Grand Council as, in their 
Judgment, may seem fit.

ARTICLE I. 



Section 1. This Grand Council shall be composed of a Grand 
Master, a Deputy Gi-and Master, Grand Principal Conductor of the 
Worlc, Grand Ti'easurer, Grand Recorder, Grand Chaplain, Grand 
Captain ol the Guard, Grand Conductor of the Council, Grand Mar- 
shal, Gra.'id Steward, Grand Sentinel; all Past Grand Masters, Past 
Deputy Grand Mabter.^;, Past Grand Principal Oonductors of the 
Work; all Thrice Illustrious Masters, Deputy Illustrious Masters, 
and J'rinoipal Conductors of the Worlt, for the time being, of the 
several Councils under its jurisdiction, so long as such Past Grand 
Offlceais shall remaiin members of any Council under the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Council. 

Sec. 2. Each member of this Grand Council shall have one vote, 
and in case of an equal division the Grand Master shall have an 
additional one; each Council is entitled to three votes, irrespective of 
the number of its Representatives present; and all Grand OfBcers and 
Past Grand Officers designated in section 1, may vote both as such 
and as Representative. 

Sec. 3. Each of the three principal officers of a subordinate Coun- 
cil has the right to appoint a proxy to attend the Grand Council in 
his stead; provided, all proxies must be members of such Council. 

Sec. 4. All the officers of the Grand Council shall be elected at 
the Annual Assembly by a majority vote of the Representatives and 
members present. 

(As amended in 181K>, page 250.) 

Sec. 5. The Grand Council shall have the sole government and 
superintendence of the several Councils under Its jurisdiction; and 
shall have power to assign their limits, prescribe the fees f ^r admis- 
sion, and settle controversies that may arise between them. It shall 
have power to grant charters to new Councils within the State of 
Arkansas, and make laws for its own government and for its sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

Sec. 0. The Grand Master has power to convene any Council 
within this jurisdiction; to preside therein; inspect their Proceedings, 
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BBd require their conformity to Masonic rules; lie may require the 
attendance of, and information from, any Grand Officer, respeotlng 
his office; he may make Royal and Select Masters at sight, in a Coun- 
cil; he may grant dispensations for new Councils, on proper applica- 
tion, when the Grand Council Is not in session; and during the recess 
of the Grand Council may exercise all its executive functions. 

Sec. 7. In case of the death, absence, or disability, of the Grand 
Master, the Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Principal Conductor 
of the Work, shall, in succession, exercise his prerogatives and dis 
charge his duties, for all purposes. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer: 

First. To take charge of all the funds, property, securities, and 
vouchers of the Grand Council. 

Second. To pay all orders duly drawn and attested; and to report 
annually to the Grand Council his receipts and expenditures. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Grand Recorder; 

First. To record the transactions of the Grand Council. 

Second. To sign and certify all instruments from the Grand 
Council. 

Third. To prepare for the Annual Assembly a correct list of the 
Past Officers of the Grand Council entitled to vote, together with the 
names and numbers of all subordinate Councils entitled to represen- 
tation in this Grand Council. 

Fourth. To receive, and keep a proper account of, all moneys 
belonging to the Grand Council, and pay the same over, without de- 
lay, to the Grand Treasurer; and render an annual account to the 
Grand Council. He shall receive such compensation as may be 
allowed by the Grand Council; together with $1 for each certificate 
and seal, and $10 for each charter issued. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Grand Officers, whose duties 
have not been hereinbefore specifically set forth, to discharge such 
functions as, by ancient usage, appertain to their offices. 

Sec. 11. The Annual Assembly of this Grand Council shall be 
held at Little Rock; immediately following the close of the session 
Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Arkansas; but a special 
assembly may be called whenever the Grand Master may deem it 
necessary. 

Sec. 12. The Grand Council may, when they deem it expedient, 
appoint a Grand Lecturer; and also, such committees as may be 
necessary. 

Sec. 13. The revenues of this Grand Council shall be derived 
from the following sources: 
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There sball be paid into the treasury of this Grand Council: 

For tvery dispensation to form a new Council |20.00 

And ui)on granting a charter the further sum of 10.00 

For every charter granted bt the Grand Council with- 
out a dispensation having previously been granted. . 30.00 
For every Companion received and greeted during the 

year / 2.00 

Every Council shall pay for each member annually, 
except for Companions received and greeted during 

the current year .50

Sec. 14. Any Council neglecting or refusing to make returns and 
pay dues for more than one year shall forfeit its warrant, and be 
restored only by paying all back dues; and such delinquent shall not 
be allowed a representation, nor vote, in the Grand Council until so 
restored. 

Sec. 15. The title of this Grand Council shall be "Most Illus- 
trious Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of Arkansas;" of 
the Grand Master, "Most Illustrious;" of the other Grand Officers. 
*'Right Illustrious;" except the Grand Steward and Grand Sentinel, 
whose title shall be, "Illustrious." 



ARTICLE II. 
Regulations for the Government of Subordinate Councils. 

Section 1. A Council of Royal and Select Masters shall consist 
of a Thrice Illustrious Master, Deputy Illustrious Master, Principal 
Conductor of the Work, Treasurer, Recorder, Conductor of the Coun- 
cil, Steward, and Sentinel, and as many members as may be con- 
venient, congregated and working by virlue of a warrant held under 
the Grand Council, and at a place designated in the warrant or bj 
ihe Grand Council. 

Sec. 2. The powers and privileges of a subordinate Council shall 
be such as are defined in its warrant, by this Constitution, or by the 
ancient landmarks. 

Sec. 3. No warrant of a Council shall be forfeited except upon 
charges regularly made in the Grand Council at the Annual Assem- 
bly, of which due notice shall be given the Council, and an oppor- 
tunity of being heard in defense; and then only for disobedience to 
this Constitution, or for contumacy to the authority of the Grand 
Master or Grand Council; except for the causes set forth in article 
1, section 14; but a warrant may be suspended by tlw Grand Council 
or the Grand Master, at any time, upon proper cause; which suspen- 
sion shall not extend beyond the next Annual Assembly. 
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Sec. 4. The first five officers of a subordinate Council, hereinbe. 
fore named, shall be chosen annually by a majority of the voters. 
The other officers shall be appointed by the Thrice Illustrious Master. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of ♦ the Treasurer of a Council to 
receive all moneys, paid in to the Council, from the hands of the 
Recorder; to Iteep a just and correct account thereof; and to pay the 
same out by direction of the presiding officer and the consent of the 
Council. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of a Council to record 
the Proceedings of the Council; to receive all moneys paid in to the 
Council, and pay the same over to the Treasurer without delay; to 
transmit immediately after every election a certificate thereof to the 
Grand Recorder; and to make a full return annually to the Grand 
Council, in the form prescribed. 

Sec. 7- No Council in this Jurisdiction shall confer the degrees 
for a lees sum than $10. 

Sec. 8. Subordinate Councils shall hold regular assemblies once 
in every month, on a day to be fixed in their by-laws.

Answer. No. Objection must be made in open Council, at any 
assembly thereof, or by communicating the objection to the Thrice 
Illustrious Master, either verbally or in writing at any assembly; or 
if unable to be present he may send his verbal objection by a Com- 
panion. 

He cannot be required to disclose hts reasons for objection.

Sec. 8. Wiien grounds are stated as the basis of said objections, 
has the Council the right to pass upon the sufficiency of the objec- 
tions, by a majority or other vote? 

Answer. When reasons for objection are voluntarily ddselosed, 
it does not deprive the objector of his individual right— that undeni- 
able veto; but the Council may, if so submitted by the objector, pass 
upon their sufficiency, by a majority vote, at an assembly to be called 
for that purpose of which every resident member should have 
notice. (lb.) 

Sec. 9. If the grounds of objection to a candidate elected as 
aforesaid, contain a charge or assertion of misconduct on the part 
of such candidate, has the Council a right to appoint a committee to 
investigate and report ae to the validity of said charge, for the pur- 
pose of determining the sufficiency of the objection? 

Answer. Yes, at any time before the degrees are conferred. (lb.) 

Sec. 10. When circumstances indicate that a mistake has been 
made as to the identity of the person against whom an objection to 
advancement is made, may not a Council take such circumstances 
into consideration in determining the validity of the objections made? 

Answer. Yes; but an objection made cannot be set aside, except 
as may be agreed upon and consented to by the objector. (lb.) 

RESIDENCE. 

Section 11. What length of residence is necessary before a Coun. 
cil can entertain the petition of a Companion Royal Arch Mas<Mi for 
the Council degrees? 
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Answer. , A Council may entertain a petition for the degrees any 
time after the petitioner has become an affiliated Royal Arch Mason 
and declares his residence to be at the place where the Council is 
located. (M.\ I.-. Gratid Master Charles N. Rix, 1892.) 

RITUALS. 

Section 12. Resolved, That the ritual adopted by the General 
Grand Council at its rtcent assembly, be, and is hereby, adopted aa 
the standard ritual of this Grand Council, and the 8ub(H:^inate Coun- 
cils of this jurisdiction. And it is hereby made incumbent upon the 
M.*. I.'. Grand Master to adopt such means as in his wisdom is 
deemed best to promulgate the same in this jurisdlctioin«.

CALTFORNIA, 

[Thirty-eighth Annual Assembly, San Francisco, April 18, 1888.] 

M.\ I.'. Henry Ascroft, Grand Master, in his annual 
address, reported a year of "unity, strength, peace and plenty/* 
the Craft prosperous and prospects bright. One new Council 
was chartered and instituted, and a dispensation was granted 
for another. Total membership, 1,018; net gain for the 
year, 77. 

An excellent Report on Correspondence is presented by 
Companion Edwin Allen Sherman, the chairman of the com- 
mittee. After a handsome compliment to Grand Master John 
P. Farrar's address. Companion Sherman jumps on Arkansas 
Avith both feet, as it were. He criticises sharply our resolu- 
tion, adopted in 1897, that suspension in other Masonic bodies 
for nonpayment of dues shall not work a forfeiture of mem- 
bership in the Council. He says: "Tlie Secret Vault is to 
be suspended in the air by balloons, while the feathers of the 
Templar will be flying in the upper strata" (whatever that may 
mean), and predicts that "Our Arkansas Companions need not 
look for the Cryptic Rite to flourish "with them so long as such 
a miserable rule is permitted in its laws." 

Just how the Cryptic Rite is to be made to flourish by sus- 
pending Companions for nonpayment of dues in some other 
organization — say a Blue Lodge, Chapter, or Oom- 
mandery — Companion Sherman does not stop to explain. 

Companion Sherman says: "Arlcansas will be called to 
account by the General Grand Master and hauled over the 
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coals at the next triennial session of the General Grand 
Council" for recognizing the Grand Council of Colorado by 
exchanging Representatives. In this he proved a poor guesser, 
as the General Grand Master has since issued an official letter 
recommending the Grand Council of Colorado to fraternal 
recognition by all other similar Grand Bodies. 

Companion Sherman next quotes in full the Lord's direc- 
tion to Moses in regard to putting the manna in the ark, and 
then adds: 

We have quoted the whole of these directions which concerns 
every Royal Arch Chapter and every Council of Royal and Select 
Masters, both Grand and subordinate. It will be noticed that It was 
to be good measure, "an Omer full of manna," which was about four 
quarts or half a peck. Now It wiU be seen that it will require two 
years or terms for the Grand Council of Arkansas to fully comply 
with the conditions given, for it is not an Omer full in the election 
held at its annual assembly. 

Wrong again, Companion Sherman. There is nothing 
"Short" about our Omer, except his name, and he is "full" to 
running over with Masonic zeal and knowledge. 

Companion Robert Ash, of San Francisco, was elected 
Grand Master, and Companion Thomas H. Caswell, of the 
same city, re-elected Grand Recorder. 

COLORADO. 

[Fourth Annual Assembly, Denver, September 23, 1898.] 

Before reverting to the Proceedings of this Annual 
Assembly, we will state, for the information of the Craft in 
Arkansas, that on the 30th of July, 1898, a convention of the 
several Councils of Royal and Select Masters of Colorado was 
held at Denver, pursuant to a dispensation from the General 
Grand Master, and the irregular Grand Council formed De- 
cember 6, 1894, was "nealed," and made a constituent of the 
General Grand Council. 
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At the regular Annual Assembly all the subordinate 
Councils were fully represented, and much interest manifested. 
The address of Grand Master Thomas E. Shears is, as might 
have been expected, principally devoted to a history of the 
troubles of the Grand Council and their happy and peaceful 
conclusion, all of the credit for which he modestly ascribes *'to 
the wisdom, tact and the great loving heart of Bradford 
Nichol, who will henceforth, forever, be held in the love and 
the estimation of the Companions of Colorado as their 
Brother." Our Companion's modesty bespeaks his merit, 
but we beg leave to respectfully dissent. Had not he and the 
other Companions of Colorado laid aside all personal feeling; 
waived all technical questions as to the validity of their pre- 
vious action, and met the General Grand Master in a spirit of 
pure fraternal love, putting away all motives except the best 
interests of the Craft, there would not and could not have 
been an amicable pettlement of the difficulty. We think that, 
so far as the record shows. Companion Shears, himself, was 
the chief factor in producing the happy result, and is entitled 
to at least equal honor. The Grand Council thought so too, 
for it passed a vote of thanks to Companion Shears. 

Two new Councils were constituted, and an increase of 90 
in membership is shown, the total being 273. 

Companion John Humphreys, Grand Master; Ernest 
LeNeve Foster, Grand Recorder. 

There is no iieport on Correspondence. 

CONNECTICUT. 

[Eightieth Annual Assembly, Hartford, May 9, 18&7.] 

An important truth is well stated in this paragraph, from 
the address of Grand Master Reuben H. Tucker: 

It can rarely be necessary that a candidate cannot wait a suffi- 
cient time, that tlie by-laws may be complied with, before he receives 



the honor conferred on hhn by the Order, without asking the Order 
to adjust itself to his wishes instead of his adjusting himself to our 
i-egulations. 

A resolution was adopted making membership in the 
Council dependent upon membership in Blue Lodge and 
Chapter. 

The total membership is given as 3,498, a gain of 165. 
Finances in good shape, and per capita tax only 15 cents. 

A very readable Report on Correspondence is presented 
by Companion John H. Barlow, Arkansas for 1897 receiving 
due notice. Companion Barlow devotes but little space to 
airing his own views, his report being made up largely of quo- 
tations from other correspondents and the Proceedings of their 
Councils. We think this a good plan, where space will per- 
mit its adoption. Those of the Craft who read these reports 
wish to know what other jurisdictions are doing and saying, 
and are not vitally interested in the personal views of their 
own committee. 

Companion Edgard W. Latham, Suffield, was elected 
Grand Master, and Companion James McCormick, Hartford, 
Grand Recorder. 



ENGLAND, ETC. 

[Twenty-second Annual Assembly, London, March 10, 1898.] 

This little pamphlet, although the transactions reported 
are few, contains much that is of interest to our American eyes, 
by reason of its novelty. For instance: The name of the 
Grand Master is nowhere mentioned; R.\ I.*. Companion R. 
Loveland, Q. C. Deputy Grand Master, presiding as Grand 
Master. 

No election of officers appears, but the minutes show this 
entry: 

"By command of the M.*. L'. Grand Master, the Deputy 
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Grand Master invested the following Grand Officers," after 
which follows a list of all the Grand Officers. From all of 
which we infer that H. R. H., the Prince of Wales, is heredi- 
tary Grand Master in that jurisdiction, and appoints all the 
other officers. 

The Grand Recorder has no regular salary, but on motion 
an honorarium of ten guineas ($50) was voted him as a token 
of appreciation for his services. 

The roll shows twenty-three subordinate Councils, 
located in England, Scotland, Wales, Ireland, Asia, Africa, 
Australia, etc., and having a total membership of 797, regis- 
tered. An alphabetical list of the names of the members is 
also given, many of which are famous in history. The names 
and titles of the members of Councils in the Indies present 
some curious combinations of lettera; e. g. "Cooch-Behar, 
H. H. Nripendra Nazam Bhup, Maharajah of P. G. P. C. 
of W." 

"Jeejeebhoy, Sr., Nanabhoy Aradasir Sorabjee." 

Should any of our Companions desire to correspond with 
Calcutta Council No. 20, they can address the Recorder, 
Companion "Rustomjee Hecrjebhoy Manackjee Rustomjee, 
No. 5 Bentinck street, Calcutta." Gee whiz! 

After wrestling with a few of these it is quite refreshing 
to meet with plain John Smith, Alex Brown, and David 
Young. 

No ridicule nor offense is intended. Our Companions 
in the Orient doubtless find our patronymics quite as curious 
and amusing as we do theirs. "A man's a man, for a' that"

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GENERAL &EAND COUNCIL. 

[Sixth Triennial Assembly, Baltimore, October 11, 1897.] 

A large attendance greeted this Assembly, Arkansas 
being represented by R.*. L\ Companion James A. Henry, 
proxy for the Grand Master. The Grand Council of Mary- 
land being in session at the time, tendered a reception to the 
General Grand Council, and eloquent addresses of welcome 
and response were delivered. The General Grand Master's 
address was largely devoted to the Colorado imbroglio (which 
has since been amicably settled, as will be noted under the 
head of "Colorado"). He reports fifty-^x dispensations 
granted for new Councils; the formation of new Grand Coun- 
cils in Washington and Indian Territory, and pays a beautiful 
tribute to the memory of the fraternal dead. 

The membership of constituent Councils is given as 27,- 
917, a gain in the last eleven years of 11,472. 

On motion of Past General Grand Master Josiah H. 
Drummond, the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this General Grand Council 
that by the fundamental law of Freemasonry, all Grand Councils 
legally formed by Councils chartered by this body, are subject to its 
constitution and laws without any special clause in their consti- 
tution to that effect, and can sever that allegiance only by its 
consent All Grand Councils which have adopted such a clause in 
their constitutions, as a condition of their organization, are hereby 
authorized to repeal it. 

This removes one verv troublesome bone of contention. 

Companion Bradford Nichol, of Nashville, Tenn., was 
elected General Grand Master, and Companion Henry W. 
Mordhurst, of Fort AVayne, Ind., General Grand Recorder. 
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GEOKGIA. 

[Fifty-fifth Annual Assembly, Macon, April 26, 1808.] 

It is pleasant to read the following jErom the address of 

Grand Master Henry C. Burr: 

It is with pride that we note our accelerating increase amoni^ 
Masons who desire to bring nearer completion their Masonic knowl- 
edge. Without a doubt Cryptic Masonry in our jurisdiction has 
never seen better times. 

This no doubt is due in a great measure to the zeal and 
industry of the Grand Master, whose address shows that he 
visited a large number of subordinate Councils, assisted in con- 
ferring degrees, revived some that were dormant and granted 
dispensations for three new ones, at the institution of which 
he was present in proper person. Such a showing well merited 
the thanks of the Grand Council, which were extended to him 
by resolution. A Past M.'. I.\ Grand Master's jewel was also 
voted him for his "fidelity, zeal, and ability." 

A short but interesting Report on Correspondence 
appears in the Proceedings, but as it is not signed, we do not 
know to whom the credit for it is due. Arkansas for 1897 
is among the number reviewed. 

Five new Councils were added to the roll, making 29 in 
all, a gain of 5. Twenty-one Councils made reports, showing 
a membership of 547, a net gain of 25. 

Companion Orlando McClenden, Newnan, was elected 
Grand Master, and Companion W. A. Wolihin, Macon, re- 
elected Grand Recorder. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 

[Tliird Annual Assembly, Purcell, November 3, 1897. 

Four of the five Councils in the jurisdiction were repre- 
sented, but only six out of seven Grand Officers were present. 
A brief but eloquent address was delivered by Grand Master 
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Edmond H. Doyle, in which he reported peace and prosperity 
as the prevailing conditions. The Proceedings were of purely 
local interest. The Grand Recorder, Companion J. S. Mur- 
row, reports that h<» had the Proceedings of the last previous 
Grand Council published at his own expense, and modestly 
suggests that a small income is necessary to pay the expenses 
of the Grand Council, including "a little something" for the 
services of the -Grand Recorder — a conclusian which few 
will dispute. No appeals, no grievances, no decisions, and no 
Report on Correspondence. Total membership, 112. 

Companion Zachary Taylor, Walrond, was elected Grand 
Master, and Companion Joseph Samuel Murrow re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

[Forty-fifth Annual Assembly, Chicago, October 27, 1897.] 

The address of Grand Master Geo. M. Gross is a crisp, 
business-like paper, just such as might be expected from the 
typical American business-man whose portrait adorns the Pro- 
ceedings as a frontispiece. He reports peace and harmony, 
and a fair degree of prosperity as the prevailing conditions. 
A wise and beneficial custom prevails, it seems, in that juris- 
diction under which the Grand Master divides the State into 
nine ^^arches" or districts, and appoints three or more zealous 
Companions to supervise and promote the interests of the Craft 
in each. Visitations from Grand Officers have a tendency to 
promote zeal and interest and infuse life into subordinate 
bodies, and we commend the Illinois plan to the consideration 
of our Companions in Arkansas. 

A slight decrease in membership (13) is reported, which 
is probably accounted for by the Grand Lecturer, Companion 
Xathaniel Bowditch, who says: "The Council degrees have 



but shared with the other branches of Masonry in the general 
depression prevailing to a great extent all over the country." 

Forty-one Councils were represented in the Assembly, 
and Arkansas had the honor of being present, in the person of 
her Representative, M.'. L\ Companion George M. Gross, 
Grand Master. The business transacted was of local interest 
only. 

Companion Geo. W. Ayarvelle presents the Keport ou 
Correspondence, and it is no flattery to say that it is able and 
scholarly. It has sufficient pepper and spice in it to be pun- 
gent and palatable, and we regret that our very limited spax^e 
forbids liberal quotation. That portion under the titles: 
"Cryptic Bibliography," "Historical Notes," "General Grand 
Bodies," and "Conclusion," is particularly interesting. The 
whole will be found well worth perusal. i

Something over two pages is devoted to a discussion of 
the condition and its causes, and the Grand Master recom- 
mends that subordinate Councils be authorized to confer the 
degrees for a minimum fee of $1 instead of $10, as at present. 
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Also that an urgent effort be made to induce the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States to 
amend its laws so as to make the Council degrees a prerequisite 
to the Orders of Knighthood. Also that subordinate Councils 
be required to charge their members at least $1 as annual dues, 
and thus be enabled to pay their per capita tax to the Grand 
Council. This is the law in Arkansas, adopted several years 
ago on motion of the writer, and it proved to be very beneficial. 

Total membership, 739. 

A spicy Report on Correspondence is presented by Com- 
panions Andrew M. Callaham and Silas L. Seabrook. Arkan- 
sas for 1896 and 1897 fell into the hands of Companion Cal- 
laham, who, as we might predict from his name, is inclined to 
humor. He says: 

The Grand Master portrays a woe-begone condition of the Rite 
in Arkansas. Indeed, their condition is pitiable! O, for a Grand 
Master lilte unto Companion Burr, the Grand Master of the Grand 
Council of Georgia. 

Amen ! to that prayer, neighbor, but still we are in about 
as good condition as some other folks we know of. We think 
we see light ahead, and hoi>e that both Arkansas and Kansas 
will find the future more prosperous than the past few years 
have been. 

He thinks that our annual resolution that "the usual 
appropriations are liereby made for necessary expenses,'' etc., 
is a decided compliment to our Grand Recorder. So it is, and 
so intended. We, -veho know Companion Henry, have absolute 
confidence in his integrity, prudence, and good judgment, and 
we place our little purse in his hands every year, knowing that 
its contents will be \visely and economically expended. 

Our resolution of 1897 to the effect that "suspension of a 
Companion by his Chapter for nonpayment of dues shall not 
forfeit his mefmbership in the Council," he characterizes as ^'a

stunner," and adds: "This looks as if their suspension for 
nonpayment of dues did not mean anything — only a joke.'' 
Well, that depends on how you look at it. We have not 
adopted the doctrine of dependent membership in a Blue 
Lodge or Chapter as a condition precedent to retaining meiu- 
bership in the Council. 

Companion Aaron N. Connett, Great Bend, was elected 
Grand Master, and Companion Andrew M. Callaham, Topeka, 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

[Annual Assembly, Boston, December 8, 1897.]. 

From tlie report of the 1,\ Grand Recorder, Companion 
Seranus Bowen, we are pleased to learn that the year was "a 
very prosperous one" for our Companions of Massachusetts- 
Five hundred and fifty-four Companions were received and 
greeted during the year, making a net gain of 416, and show- 
ing a total membership of 5,709. The Grand Treasurer also 
shows a comfortable balance of $985.36 in the treasury, after 
paying some extraordinary expenses and spending $600 for 
eight Past Grand Master's jewels, which were presented under 
a resolution of the Grand Council. Grand Master Samuel G. 
Lyman visited every, subordinate Council in the State, and 
says that in every instance the work was exemplified before a 
large attendance. 

A special committee reported favorably on an amend- 
ment to the constitution increasing the annual dues of subor- 
dinate Councils and raising the fee for the degrees from $15 to 
$25. The record does not state what action, if any, was taken 
on it. 

Companion Seranus Bowen presented his eighth annual 
Report on Correspondence, revie\ving nineteen jurisdiction-? 
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with his usual ability and fraternal spirit. Arkansas does not 
appear in the list, doubtless because our Proceedings for 1896 
were then more than a year old, and 1897 had not been 
received.

MICHIGAN. 

[Fortieth Annual Assembly, Grand Rapids, January 17, 1888.] 

Fifty-four of the fifty-seven constituent Councils were 
represented — an encouraging sign of vitality. The address 
of Grand Master Hess deals principally with matters of purely 
local interest. Several decisions were rendered, none of which 
seem to call for comment, and one dispensation for a new 
Council was granted. Charters were granted to two new 
Councils. 

Total membership, 4,337; net gain, 282. 

The Report on Correspondence by Companion Jeffer- 
son S. Conover is one of the most complete and exhaustive 
reviews that has reached us. Seventy pages are occupied with 
liberal quotations, interspersed freely with comment and criti- 
cism, always expressed in fraternal terms. Arkansas for 
1896 receives kind treatment. AVhile he quotes liberally 
from Grand Master Laughlin's somewhat pessimistic address, 
it does not appear to give him any especial pleasure to learn 
that the Rite in Arkansas was not, at that time, in a flourishing 
condition.

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MINifESOTA. 

[Twentj'-elghth Annual Assembly,. St. Paul. November 8, 1897.] 

It seems strange that among a people who are noted for 
their zeal, energy, and progressiveness in all the ordinary pur- 
suits of life interest in Masonry should ^bate, but so it is. The 
address of Grand Master John M. Randall is decidedly pes- 
simistic as to the future of the Cryptic Rite in Minnesota. 
There are only nine Coimcils in the State, and only one or two 
of these show signs of life and activity. Companion Randall 
says: "One cause of discouragement may be found in the 
multiplication of so-called secret societies, which have lately 
sprung up like mushrooms in an autumn morning." Con- 
tinuing, he says: 

No man can fully understand, no man can properly appreciate, 
the Master's degree without knowing the legend, the history of Ma- 
sonry, which, In the American system, is found only in a Council 
of Roj'al and Select Masters. ♦ ♦ ♦ Together, the Lodge, Chapter 
and Council contain the history of Ancient Craft Masonry, and the 
explanation of our speculative system resting upon the broad foun- 
dation of its facts. The loss of any one of the three destroys the 
symmetry of the circle. Every Boyal Arch Mason should be given 
plainly to understand that in the attainment of that degree he has 
not passed the circle of perfection, and that a very essential anil 
important part of his Masonic education still remains unlearned. 

The Report on Correspondence by Companion Mont- 
gomery is alive and "up-to-date" if his Councils are not, and 
we regret that an exceedingly limited space forbids reproduc- 
tion of numerous good things found therein. Arkansas for 
189.6 is reviewed in kindly spirit. 

Total membership, 737; net gain, 3. 

Companion O. J. H. Martin, of Minneapolis, was elected 
Grand Master, and Companion Thomas Montgomery, St. 
Paul, was re-elected Grand Recorder. 
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MISSOURI. 

[Thirty-tliird Annual Assembly, St Louis, April 27, 1898.] 

A large attendance, including many Kepresentatives of 
otJier jurisdictions, marked this session. Arkansas was present 
in the person of lier Illustrious Representative, Past Grand 
Master Flavins Josc-phus Tygard. It makes one feel better 
to read the address of Grand Master Phelps, who reports "a 
growing interest in Cryptic Masonry throughout this Grand 
Jurisdiction. * ^' * X healthy growth has been enjoyed 
by nearly every Council in this State. * * * In no part 
of the system of York Rite Masonry is more enthusiasm mani- 
fested than in our own beloved Rite." The death of Past 
Grand Master William H. Stansbury is reported. The Grand 
Master's address shows that he visited a number of Councils 
officially; wrote a large number of letters urging activity, and 
that early in his term he appointed each of the officers of the 
Grand Council a special representative to investigate and 
report on the condition of the Craft in his own vicinity, and to 
stir up and create, if possible, greater interest in the Cryptic 
Rite. The result was very gratifying, and shows that au 
active, business-like, zealous Grand Master can infuse life and 
energy throughout an entire State. All hail. Grand Master 
Phelps. May his tribe increase. 

Total membership, 763. 

An interesting Report on Correspondence, reviewing the 
Proceedings of twenty-five Grand Councils for the year 1897, 
is submitted by Companion Mayo. Arkansas received his 
usual courteous and fraternal attention. 

Wm. Y. Bean was elected Grand Master, and Wm. H. 
Mayo, re-elected Grand Recorder, both of St. Louis. 
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NEBRASKA. 

[Annual Assembly, Omaha, December 15, 1897.] 

The Proceedings, although very brief, show a full attend- 
ance of Grand Officers and the Representatives of all the sub- 
ordinate Councils (8) in the jurisdiction. The address of 
Grand Master Charles J. Phelps is also very brief, and consists 
entirely of a beautiful tribute to Freemasonry and an earnest 
suggestion of the importance of the Cryptic Rite. Nothing Is 
said as to the condition of the Craft in Nebraska, but from the 
tone of the Grand Master's address and the reports of the 
Grand Treasurer end Grand Recorder, showing a net loss of 
fifty-eight in membership, and total Grand Council receipts of 
only $19.50 for the year, we infer that the outlook is not very 
bright. 

Total membership, 270. 

A loss of sixty members in one Council in the chief city 
(Omaha No. 1) would indicate that some unusual conditions 
must prevail. We hope that 1898 has brought a return of 
interest and prosperity to our Nebraska Companions.

NORTH CAROLINA. 

[Twenty-third Annual Assembly, Raleigh, May 19, 1898.] 

The address of Grand Master Liddell recalls the lines of 

Pope: 

*'Hope springs eternal in the human breast; 
Man never is, but always to 6c, blest" 

He starts off by expressing surprise that sufficient Com- 
panions had assembled to hold a session, owing to the discour- 
aging reports received from the several Councils, but predicts 
that in 1899 "we will assemble in a Grand Council whose 
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deliberations will interest all, and whose printed Proceedings 
will be preserved as a history of the revival of Oyptic Ma- 
sonry in North Carolina." We must compliment Companion 
Liddell for his cheerful disposition; he is the Mark Tapley of 
the Craft, and we sincerely trust that his hopes may end in 
fruition. 

One Council, Adoniram No. 2, of Salisbury, which had 
been dead for twenty-five years, was revived as the result of 
the zeal and activity of the Grand Master. 

A resolution was adopted ratifying the constitution of the 
General Grand Council, and requesting to be enrolled as one 
of its constituents. 

The Grand Recorder presents no tabular statement of the 
returns, and hence we are in the dark as to membership and 
growth. 

There is no Report on Correspondence. 

Grand Master W. S. Liddell and Grand Recorder James 
C. Munds were both re-elected, but we have no means of ascer- 
taining the address of either. A letter addressed to Raleigh 
would probably reach them. 

OREGON. 

[Thirteenth Annual Assembly, Corvallls, April 6, 1808.] 

This little sister makes up in zeal what she may lack in 
numerical strength. There are only three subordinate Coun- 
cils in the jurisdiction, but they were all represented and held 
a Grand Council "just the same." 

Grand Master O. O. Hodson congratulated the Craft 
because "unity and harmony prevail and the current year has 
been fair ly prosperous." 

The total membership is 199, or an average of over 66 
to each Council, and a gain of 11 for the current year. 
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Grand Master Hodson is a son of the first Orand Master 
of Oregon, Companion Asa H. Hodson, and good pictures of 
both farther and son adorn the Proceedings. 

There is no Report on Correspondence. 

Companions O. O. Hodson, McMinnville, Grand Master, 
and Seth L. Pope, Portland, Grand Recorder, were re-elected.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

[Fifty-second Annual Assembly, Wilkesbarro, February 22, 1886.] 

We are a little surprised to note that only twelve of the 
twenty-one Councils in this jurisdiction were represented in 
this Assembly. We thought "prosperity" had long since 
struck Pennsylvania, but from the above fact, and the tone of 
the Grand Master's address, we conclude that our Oompanions 
over there must have quit manufacturing iron and gone to 
raising 4-cent cotton, or some product of that climate equally 
profitable (?). 

He, the Grand Master, like many others, suggests that 
the Crj'ptic d^rees should be made a prerequisite to the 
Orders of Christian Knighthood. If this were done and the 
fees reduced, our judgment is that it would result in a great 
boom for the Crj^tic Rite. 

Membership, 1,833; net loss, 51. 

A very good Report on Correspondence is submitted by- 
Companion Joel S. Eaby, notwithstanding that he is **a 
new hand at the bellows." Arkansas for 1&97 receives 
due notice. Like many others, he disapproves our reso- 
lution as to the cflFect of suspension in the Chapter for 
nonpayment of dues. We cannot agree with him that 
"many Royal Arch Masons will take advantage of it." 
The individual opinion of the writer is that the resolu- 
tion will have very little, if any, effect at all. We do not sus- 
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pead aay brother or Companion who is unable to pay his dues, 
and the Maaon who can pay and won't pay his dues in Bhie 
Lodge and Chapter is not very apt to hurt himself in paying 
dues to his Council. The only real remedy would be to make 
his standing in the Commandery depend on his status in the 
Blue Lodge, Chapter and Council. This would catch the 
gentry who "join the Masons" for the sole purpose of wearing 
feathers and swords. 

Companion Samuel S. Yoke, Eastoo^ was elected Grand 
Master, and Companion Joshua L. Lyte, Lancaster, re-elected 
Grand Kecorder. 

TENNESSEE. 

[Forty-eigbtb Annual Assembly, NashvUle, January 24^ 1809.] 

The address of M.\ L'. Companion Walter B. Kincan- 
non. Grand Master, is a brief, strictly business paper, in which 
he reports peace and harmony prevailing in his jurisdiction. 
No appeals were presented, and no decisions called for. A 
dispensation was granted for one new Council. 

Total membership, 582. 

The Report on Correspondence, by Companion Bradford 
Nichol, is confined to three pages, but is full of "meat." We 
regret that there is not more of it. Arkansas is not in the list 
reviewed. 

Companion Charles Comstock, of Chattanooga, was 
elected Grand Master, and Companion W. A. Clendenning, of 
Nashville, re-elected Grand Recorder. 

VERMONT. 

[Forty-fifth Annual Assembly, Burlington, June 14, 1898.] 

Eighteen of the nineteen subordinate Councils were rep- 
resented; also Arkansas, by her Grand Representative, Com- 
panion Robt. J. Wright. 
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Grand Master Don A. Stone reports "a good degree of 

interest in the Cryptic Bite, and an increase of membership is 

noted with pleasure." Revived one Council, which "had 

been asleep for two years." Beconiniends an increase in the 

per capita tax from 10 to 20 cents, and also an increase in 

the fees for the degrees from $5 to $10. This sentence ought 

to be printed in big letters and posted on the wall of every 
Council, not only in Vermont but everywhere: 

The success or failure of Cryptic Masonry in Vermont does not 
depend upon legislation enacted once a year in Grand Gonncil, but 
upon the individual elTorts of every Cryptic Mason in tliis Grand 
Jurisdiction. 

The tabular statement, appended by the Grand Recorder, 
gives the membership at 974, an apparent decrease of 87 mem- 
bers. On closer inspection, we find that this is a typographical 
error. Correct addition shows the membership to be 1,095, a 
gain of 34. 

The report of Companion Marsh O. Perkins for the Com: 
mittee on Correspondence is evidently the result of diligent 
labor, guided by intelligent zeal. We thank him for kindly 
mention of Arkansas for 1897, albeit he says: 

Do our Companions of tlie Southwest look upon suspension as 
a mere Joke? Tliink of a GouncU of Royal and Select Masters 
made up of suspended Royal Arcli Masons! What a sublime 
spectacle in the Masonic firmament! 

We are a little weary of answering this question, but Avill 
try again. iJfo, we do not regard it as a joke, but we fail to 
see how suspension for nonpayment of dues to one entirely- 
separate and independent organization can affect a Oompan- 
ion's standing in another. In the absence of special legisla- 
tion to that effect, suspension for nonpayment of dues in the 
Blue Lodge or Chapter does not work a forfeiture of a f rater's 
rights as a Knight Templar or as a Royal and Select Master, 
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either in Vermont or elsewhere, no more than would his sus- 
pension in the Odd Fellows or Knights of Pythias. You may 
have an edict to the contrary in Vermont, but a careful read- 
ing of your constitution and genei^ regulations (Proceedings 
of 1898, pp. 31-36), fails to disclose any such law.

WASHINGTOK 

[Third Annual Assembly, Seattle, June 13, 1888.] 

Five of the six Councils in the jurisdiction were 
represented. 

Grand Master S. Harry Rush, among other things, 
reported that he had granted a dispensation authorizing the 
communication of the degrees to two or more Companions 
without the necessary quorum being present, owing to the fact 
that removal of many members from the city had made it im- 
possible to obtain a quorum. This was approved "but with 
the understanding that it is not to be regarded as a precedent 
for similar dispensations in the future.'^ In other words: Not 
guilty — but don^t do so any more. 

Membership, 225; net gain, 4. 

There is no Report on Correspondence.
